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Harvard "Crimson” Says 
"Red Shirt” Unit to 
Organize In Waban 


Parent Group Was Ousted 
From Harvard Building 

Tho Harvard Crimson Inst Saturday 
eontained another article relative to 
the organization which is referred to 
by its members as Yankee American 
Action, and which the Harvard Crim- 
son torms “Red Shirts.” The article 
was written by Joseph’ P. Lyford, the 
Crimson reporter, whose investigation 
of Yankee American Action, as pub- 
lished In the Harvard Crimson last 
February, resulted In this group hav- 
ing been refused further use of Phil- 
lips Brooks House at Harvard for 
their meetings. In last Saturday’s is- 
sue of the Crimson, it was stated that 
tho Yankee American Action is form- 
ing a branch in Waban. According to 
a report, eight residents of Waban 
havo signified their willingness to be- 
come members of this branch. The 
“Red Shirts" now have a branch in 
the South End of Boston. This name 
was given to the organization by Har- 
vard students because its members 
wore at their meetings scarlet 
blouses. 

Before writing his expose of the 
Yankee American Action in February, 
Lyford joined tho “Red Shirts.” Tho 
alleged leader of the Y. A. A. is Ed- 
ward Holton James, of Lexington rd., 
Concord, a nephew of William James, 
tho philosopher, and a cousin of Hen- 
ry James, a member of tho Harvard 
Corporation. After Lyford’s article 
appeared in the Harvard Crimson on 
February 13, Dean Sperry of Harvard 
very promptly ordered that the Y. A. A. 
be prohibited from holding further 
meetings in Phillips Brooks House. At 
that time Dean Sperry said he had is- 
sued the ousting order because the 
Y. A. A had “violated the hospitality 
of Brooks House — since their reported 
activities are singularly wanting in 
Christian charity” — and Phillips 
Brooks House was founded to "best 
further the purposes of piety, charity 
and hospitality.” 

According to Mr. Lyford’s article in 
the Harvard Crimson of April 27, tho 
Y. A. A. has 30 members in the parent 
unit located at Cambridge, and these 
include in part Harvard students. 
Four students have joined during the 
past 2 months. The first branch hr.s 
been started In the South End of Bos- 
ton, and has about 40 members, mostly 
unemployed residents of that section. 
There has beeu some talk of starting 
a co-operative house for the South 
End members. Waban is planned to 
be the territory in which another

Regular Slates Win Easily 
Lutz on State Committee 


The Presidential Primary in Newton 
on Tuesday brought out about 10 per 
cent of tho registered voters of this 
city. Of 3(1,242 eligible to vote, 3324 
Republicans went to the polls, and 
Hfl Democrats. As tyas expected, the 
unpledged slate of candidates for dele- 
gates-at-large to the Republican Na- 
tional Convention won an easy victory 
over tii<- McMaaterc ’ late pledged to 
Dewey. Governor Saltonstall. high 
man on the unpledged slate, received 
2531 votes, and McMasters. high man 
on his slate, received 23 8 votes In 
tho contest for delegates to the Re- 
publican national convention from the 
9th Congressional district, Ex-Mayor 
Weeks received 2193 votes and Robert 
F. Bradford 20G1. Their opponents 
mi tlie McMasters’ slate. Charles H 
Dan fort li of Newton and Leon Cut- 
ting of Cambridge, received 419 and 
2. r >i) respectively. 

Roger A. Lutz whose voting ad- 
dress Is S7 Ripley st.. Newton Cen- 
tro, hut who has been residing in 
Cambridge, easily carried the city in 
t lie contest for tin* male member of 
the State Republican committee 
from the new Middlesex-Suffolk sena- 
torial district. He received 1746 votes. 
MacPhail of Brighton, whose candi- 
dacy was approved by prominent New- 
ton Republicans, received 500 votes; 
Morahan, 193 votes; Woods, 187. 

In the Democratic contests the slate 
pledged to' Farley as delegntes-at- 
large to the nationnl convention had 
no opposition, nor had tho Farley 
pledged delegates from the 9th Con- 
gressional district.

Dr. Chadwick Talks 
On Tuberculosis 


Dr. Henry D. Chadwick, leader na- 
tionally and locally in tuberculosis 
work, spoke at a joint board meeting 
of the Family Service Bureau and tho 
District Nursing Association. Both of 
these agencies are vitally concerned 
with health work in Newton and co- 
operate closely. 

In sketching the tuberculosis work 
in Massachusetts. I)r. Chadwick 
brought out that Massachusetts was 
tli" first stilt e to require registration 
of births, marriages, and deaths, and 
therefore we had knowledge of tuber- 
cuio<-f" in the community since IS 12, at 
which time 22 per cent of the deaths 
were uue to tuberculosis, while at the 
present time It Is only 3 per cent. In- 
teresting developments in preventive 
work and tuberculosis have been 
first, advances in treatment which 
stresses particularly rest and scientific 
ways of easing physical strain through 
surgical methods. Since this ad-

A hearing attended by about 125 
poisons was held at City Ilnll on 
Thursday night before the Claims & 
Rules Committee of tho Aldermen oil 
the proposed chauges in Newton zon- 
ing ordinance which will place restric- 
tions on the minimum sizes of house 
lots in tills city. Members of the 
Planning Board were also present. 
Tho great majority of those who at- 
tended the hearing were apparently 
in favor of the proposed changes, but 
some owners of land in the city, and 
also some realtors registered oppo- 
sition. The hearing was in regard 
to such properties us are located in 
Wards 1 and 7. 

Grosvenor Calkins of Farlow rd., 
Newton, led a considerable number 
of residents of that section who spoke 
in favor of the proposed restrictions. 
Property owners in the Farlow Hill 
district have recently petitioned to 
have property formerly occupied by 
the Country Day School to be changed 
into a single residence district so that 
tlie erection of two family houses 
will be prohibited there. Others who 
spoke in favor of the minimum sizes 
for house lots were: Mr. and Mrs. 
Ralph Henry. John G. Mudge, G. Ar- 
thur Sampson. Harry Fitts, the Misses 
Soule, Mrs. Vernon B. Sweat). Philip 
Jamieson. Langdon Collin, Rose Dol- 
ing and Mrs. Bruman of Ward 7; 
Donald Gibbs and Mrs. McAdams of 
Ward 1. The Newtonvllle Improve- 
ment Association was also registered 
as favoring tin* proposed zoning re- 
strictions. References were made to 
the sub division of estates in Wards 
1 and 7 in recent years into small 
lots by real estate speculators from 
outside Newton. 

Opponents of tlie proposed zoning 
restrictions included Samuel Nesson 
of 1073 Commonwealth ave., West 
Newton, Irving Nesson of Boston and 
Robert Burns of Newtonvllle. The 


Nessous are sons of the late Israel 
Nesson who owned large parcels of 
land at Newtonvllle and West New- 
ton. One of tlie Nessous argued 
that the proposed restrictions will in- 
crease Newton’s tax rate $6 or $7, but 
his argument did not carry much 
weight with the gathering. Mr. Burns 
contended that the restrictions will 
work hardships oil many property 
owners.

The 
cause of the furore in various sections 
of this sedate city was the distribu- 
tion of a large number of substantial 
benches at Farlow Park and other 
smaller parks throughout the city. 
The benches were made by WPA 
workers between early in January and 
the middle of April. Authorization 
for this project was received late 
last year, and at the January i meet- 
ing of the Board of Aldermen $24*0 
was appropriated to pay for tin- ma- 
terials used in making tho benches. 
About 25 men were given employ- 
ment on this project, and $7145 was 
received from the Federal govern- 
ment to pay th" WPA workers -m- 
ployed in making the benches. Of this 
amount. $2030 was refunded to the 
Federal authorities. For the distrib- 
ution and settingup of the benches. 
$2*23 was allocated by the WPA. 

A couple of weeks ago the construc- 
tion of the benches was completed, 
and they were ready for delivery to 
whatever locations in Newton would 
he selected for them. It was decided 
that parks throughout the city would 
be the proper loci for the hunches, 
and as the Forestry Division has 
charge of th* parks in Newton. Supt. 
Rugers of the Forestry Division and 
his assistants, spotted the locations 
for the bent has. Incidentally, the 
benches totalled 3"" in number and 
are quite substantial In appearance. 
Their frames are of reinforced con- 
crete. and the hacks and seats of 
thick wooden s’.a\-. They ar* about 
6 feet long and built to withstand 
tlie rough usage which benches in 
public places are apt to receive Al- 
though not Sheraton, Heppeiwhite or 
Louis-Seize in design, they are well 
made, practical resting places. 

In past years there have beeu some 
criticisms of a scarcity of benches in 
Farlow Park. Newton, and of an ab- 
sence of settees or benches at other 
public parks scattered throughout the 
city. Other cities and towns were 
better provided with fai ilities for 
pedestrians to have some places where 
they could sit down and rest. So WPA 
officials and members of the city gov- 
ernment honestly believed that the 
construction of a large number of 
benches for distribution at public 
places was a project that would meet 
with the approval of our citizens 
The result was quite the opposite on 
the part of some of our citizeus. 

Probably had not the benches been 
distributed too lavishly in the first 
f»-w parks to which they were taken 
by trucks last Thursday, protests 
against them would not have been sc 
many and so strong. So many bench*: 


"orner >>( Washington -r and Walnut 
Park. Newton. Thego benche* also 
were not set up. The protests against 
any benches at this place came from 
tlu* Sisters of St. Joseph, whose prop- 
erty abuts. It was planned to place 
10 benches at Walnut Park but they 
were not installed there because of 
• pi teat from the Sisters of St. Jo- 
seph. opposite whose property this 
attractive park is located. Five 
benches were located at Waban Park 
and persons residing along this little 
park at once started to object. 
T*n benches were to be placed at 
Kenrlck Park. Ward 7. which is on 
Park st.. between Church and Frank 
lin sts. But the benches were not 
set up at Kenrick Park. Protests came 
from nearby residents, including a 
prominent citizen. Ten benches were 
actually placed in Jackson Pk., at Wa- 
tertown and Bridge sts., Nonantum. 
The small plot of land is the gath- 
ering place for a large number of 
Nonantum men. It is their outdoor 
club. They meet there to chat, smoke 
and play cards The benches were not 
objected to there. 

At West Newton 10 benches were 
placed on the land adjoining police 
headquarters: 10 rft Lincoln Park, 
Washington and Margin sts.; 13 at 
Blodgett Park. Washington and Put* 
nai • - at ( Jarj • nt r P irk. i;raf‘s» 
and Waltham sts.: 5 at Martin Park, 
Washington and Felton sts. ; 4 at Web- 
ster Park on Webster st.

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A PERPLEXING PROBLEM 

Next week the school committee will conduct a public hear- 
ing upon the question of granting approval for a permit to 
conduct a field day and fireworks on the 4th of July on the 
high school field at Newtonville. There is a great deal of merit 
on both sides of the question as to whether or not such a permit 
should be granted. It is conceivable that in the presentation 
of views upon the subject the ardent desires of both sides may 
well engender hard feeling and ill temper. We trust that the 
views of both sides will be aired with cool deliberation and 
that it may be possible for the leaders of the proposing and op- 
posing sides to arrive at some agreement which will be a satis- 
factory outcome of a perplexing problem. 

Through the years the town common has come to be the 
scene of community observance of various functions. Later 
came the circus grounds and other areas where the congre- 
gation of large crowds did not encroach upon the rights of 
others. With the growth of urban areas there came to be fewer 
places where field days, outdoor fairs, circuses and the like 
could be held. Our playgrounds and athletic fields have 
naturally survived as the only places where such celebrations 
and observances could be held. Yet there are those in this 
world who have no respect for the rights of others and con- 
sequently the passing throngs have considerably damaged pri- 
vate property in the vicinity. These rights deserve protection. 
And yet no one can deny the right of any citizen to use public 
property if it is for the general welfare of the community. 

There has been some discussion of the noise of bombs and 
highly explosive fireworks. Personally we enjoy an hour or 
so of fireworks but we believe that less emphasis upon noise 
and greater emphasis upon beauty is deserving of attention. 
Certainlv such a plan would be more considerate of those 
v-hose nervous system is disturbed by the ever-increasing urge 
to make louder and louder fireworks. 


THE VOTER’S RIGHT 

The lack of interest shown by Newton voters in the presi- 
dential primaries on Tuesday was not confined to this city 
but was widespread throughout the state. Unquestionably the 
lack of opportunity for the voter to express his preference for 
the person of his choice as president of this country was the 
basic reason. While the voters no doubt have confidence in 
the opinion of the party leaders to whom has been given the 
task of deciding who will become the party standard bearer 
in the coming national election, it is not real democracy. We 
trust that in the future the Legislature will see fit to return 
to the voter his opportunity to express his personal prefer- 
ence of a presidential candidate.

Dear Mr. Bowker: 

As a voter in the Ninth Congress- 
sional District. 1 am much interested 
iu your announced intention of op- 
posing the candidacy of our present 
Congressman, Robert Luce, for re- 
election. You give as your only rea- 
son the fact that Mr. Luce defeated 
Thomas Eliot two years ago by only 
a 2000 majority. May I ask if you 
really believe that the average voter 
cares one iota whether his favorite 
candidate for public office wins by 
2000, 20,000, or 200,000, just so loug 
us he wins? Is it not the aim and 
desire of every voter to keep the op- 
posing party’s candidate out of of- 
fice, und his own cundldute in office, 
rather than to give much thought 
us to the size of the mujority by 
which his party’s candidate defeats 
bis opponent? If l am correct, then 
whut real excuse have you for desir- 
ing to be elected und sent to Con- 
gress. thereby depriving the citizens 
of this District of the satisfaction of 
knowing that their Representative in 
Congress is ruted by his colleugues 
us one to whom they can look for 
sound advice? Mr. Luce is admittedly 
(even by Democratic members of the 
House of Representatives) one of the 
few remaining experts in mutters 


of money and finance now left in 
Washington. Such being the case, 
and with the painful lack of trained 
men in Congress today, is it common 
sense to ask the voters of the Ninth 
District to discard a man whose years 
of experience and training make him 
of great value to both his party and

Folks have been complaining about 
the backward spring and continued 
cold weather. Now they will start 
kicking about the hot weather. 

Perturbation. Indignation nnd oth- 
er states of mental agitation were 
common In Newton the latter part of 
last week. The cause of a number of 
Newton residents temporarily losing 
their equanimity was— the distribu- 
tion to various parks In Newton of 
settees which had been made by WPA 
workers the preceding couple of 
months. Three hundred of the set- 
tees had been made under a project 
approved by WPA officials and the 
Newton City Government. It was 
understood that the benches were to 
be distributed under the direction of 
the Newton Street Department. Thj» 
Forestry Division of this department 
cares for porks and schoolyards in 
this city. 

So the Forestry Division selected 
the locations where the benches were 
to he located, and trucks hired by the 
WPA started to deliver the settees 
last Thursday. The principal reposi- 
tory for the settees' was Fallow Park 
at Newton. At tills former beauty 
spot it was planned to place 85 of 
the settees, and about 25 were actual- 
ly set up there. This park, instead 
of being a beauty spot has been an 
eye-sore on the Vernon st. side since 
It was converted into u playground 
for the Underwood School some years 
ago. and the profusion of settees cer- 
tainly did not improve the appearance 
of the other sections of the park. The 
pastor and members of Eliot Church 
protested and so did Librarian Lucht. 
as a row of the settees was placed 
alongside the fence which separates 
the park from the yard of the Chil- 
drens Library. On Sunday members 
of Eliot Church signed a petition ad- 
dressed to Mayor Goddard protesting 
against an unnecessary number of 
benches in Farlow Park and asking 
that the park he restored to its for- 
mer attractive appearance. 

Ten settees were taken to Kenrick 
Park. Newton, hut were not set-up. 
Five were taken to Spear Park at 
Washington and Walnut sts.. and 
these also were not set up. Protests 
from ahuttors and neighbors carried 
such influence with the Street Depart- 
ment. that they were deferred to. Five 
benches were set-up at Waban Park. 
Newton and persons residing around 


enough men of ^experience to straight- 
en out the tangled mess Into which 
the Roosevelt spenders have plunged 
the nation.

To the Editor: 

Because of the fact thut I am a 
lover of dogs, and am also interested 
in economy in government it is my 
belief that the following text would 
make excellent reading matter for the 
readers of your paper. 

I quote from the May issue of 
Hunting and Fishing: 

End of Rabies Racket 

“From time to time over the past 
several years there has appeared iu 
these pages statements on the ques- 
tionable effect of not only one dose 
hut all known vaccine treatments for 
rubies in dogs. In view of the fact 
that many communities have passed 
laws making this treatment compul- 
sory, we wish to call the attention 
of our readers to some reliable in- 
formation published in a review pre- 
pared by Dr. Leslie T. Webster of 
the Rockefeller Foundation and print- 
ed in the American Journal of Hy- 
giene, issued by Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity. Certainly information which 
passes muster with these authorities 
can *be taken at full face value. 

From a long series of studies, Dr. 
Webster believes that there is very 
little evidence that vaccines, even 
under the most favorable laboratory 
conditions, are capable of giving com- 
plete immunity. In the case of one 
shot doses there is even less evi- 
dence to substantiate compulsory reg- 
ulation. 

This review is one of the thorough 
steps which the Rockefeller Institute 
is taking in its reinvestigation of anti 
rabies immunization, und dog owners 
everywhere are hopng thut the Insti- 
tute can find something which will 
definitely prevent rabies in the future. 
In the meantime, however, it would 
he better if those vaccine products 
with little if any vulue would give up 
tlx* practice ami stop attempting to 
muke their use compulsory by law. If 
the most expert scientists in the 
country, working in the best labora- 
tories with everything (possible to 
control) iu their fuvor cannot get 
results with these vuccines and one 
dose shots, whut chance has the avi-r- 
ago veterinary or practitioner”? 

I believe thut tiie ubove speaks for 
Itself and needs no further explana- 
tion. *

this park have been demanding that 
settees there be all removed. Pro- 
tests against the placing of the set 
tees at other little parks in certain 
sections of the city have also been 
made, including Hartmann Park at 
Oak Hill. 

There is no question but that poor 
judgment was evidenced in the plan 
to crowd Farlow Park and the small 
parks with large settees. It is quite 
probable that had only 8 or 10 benches 
been placed at Farlow Park (where 
some more settees hnd long been need- 
ed). and 2 or 3 settees been placed 
in each of the smaller parks, there 
would have been few protests. Most 
persons realize that the small parks 
in the Newtons are public property, 
and not for the exclusive advantage 
of persons owning property or resid- 
ing in the immediate vicinity of these 
little parks. There are many resi- 
dents of the Newtons, particularly eld 
erly people, who do not operate auto- 
mobiles. and who would welcome some 
places where they could sit down and 
rest, or breathe the outdoor air. In 
each park there should he a couple 
of settees, and this includes Kenrick 
Park. Walnut Park. Waban Park, Chaf- 
fin Park and Spear Park, as well as 
similar parks at Newtonville, Newton 
Centre and other parts of the city. 

Some of those who are objecting 
to any settees in these little parks 
argue that the resting places would 
he used by drunkards and petters. It 
is true that benches in Farlow Park 
which were partly hidden by shrub- 
bery. have been frequented for scores 
of years hy alcoholic addicts and 
spooners. But there Is not much like- 
lihood thut a couple of benches (open 
to view) in the small parks mentioned 
would become rendezvous for bums 
and too romantic lovers. If any souks 
or neckers started to resort to set- 
tees in any of the smaller parks in 
this city, neighbors have plenty of 
telephones, and a police cruising car 
would be on the spot in a couple of 
minutes. Nor need some of the ob- 
jectors who reside near the little 
parks in certain sections he too ap- 
prehensive that mothers from poorer 
districts will trundle lmhy carriages 
so far from their homes to relax in 
these parks. 

The writer is particularly interested 
in having a couple of settees placed 
at the very small plot at the corner 
of Washington st. and Walnut Park, 
because he was largely instrumental 
In having the Aldermen vote to ac- 
cept this gift hy Miss Elizabeth Spear 
as a memorial to this lady who over 
a period of many years dispensed 
charity to the poor of Newton. For 
months the Aldermen properly hesi- 
tated accepting this gift because it 
is only 14.000 square feet in area, and 
impractical for any public purpose 
other than a "green spot” or a neigh- 
borhood playground for little children. 
About the only use that can be made 
of it is to place a few settees on 
it. And all persons sitting on settees 
in large, or small parks in Newton or 
other places are neither bums, loaf- 
ers nor Lotharios. We do not blame 
those who objected to attractive, lit- 
tle parks being made unsightly hy 
too many settees, hut we do believe 
that any selfish person who demands 
that not even a couple of settees 
should he located on public parks, 
should not he accorded especial de- 
ference and privileges to the exclusion 
of the rights of other citizens and 
taxpayers. On January 1 of this year 
the Newton Board of Aldermen (on 
recommendation of Mayor Goddard) 
unanimously appropriated $2400 for 
materials to have these benches made 
hy Newton WPA workers. It would 
not be good judgment on the part or 
the Mayor and some of the Aldermen 
now, to be parties to selfish demands 
of those who want little parks for 
their exclusive beneiit, that not even 
a couple of settees shall he located 
in these parks. 


One of the repercussions resulting 
from the agitation over the WPA 
benches made recently in Newton is — 
“that this is another one of those 
ridiculous WPA projects.” We agree 
that some of the WPA projects seemed 
ridiculous to us. hut not this particu- 
lar project. Between December 1933 
and December 1939 the City of Newton 
received almost $1,900,000 from the 
ERA und WPA for disbursement to 
residents of this city who needed 
relief. We have an idea thut if some 
of t hose who in this city are ccon- 
deinning the WPA in toto. had to pay 
additional taxes the past six years to 
meet the relief payments that the 
ERA and WPA allocated to Newton, 
they would not he so critical. 

Incidentally, the writer was pres- 
ent at the Parker House. Boston in 
July 1937 at the conference called hy 
James Roosevelt to discuss WPA prob- 
lems. ami was the only person pres- 
ent who had the uudacity (or luck of 
tact) to criticise the administration 
of the WPA. But we try to be fuir. 

Iu the Harvard Crimson lust Satur- 
day was an article about an alleged- 
ly untiCutholic, anti-Irish. pro-Hitler 
organization known us Yankee Amer- 
ican Action, which stated thut a 
branch of tills misnamed organization 
is about to he started In Wuhan. The 
Y. A A. was started in Cambridge 
some months ago and one brunch lias 
been formed in the South End of 
Boston, largely, according to the Har- 
vard Crimson, uniong unemployed 
men. It is reported thut already eight 
residents or Waban have agreed to 
join tiie Y. A. A. Because of the 
reputation which Walmn has enjoyed 
of having been one of Newton’s out- 
standing sections, populated mostly 
hy persons of intelligence, who sup 
poscdly are imbued with real Ameri- 
can Ideals, Newton residents in gen- 
eral would he amazed that Wahun 
should he selected as one of the first 
recruiting grounds for such an un- 
American organization as the Y. A. 
A Js. according to tho expose of t Ills 
group uh printed in the Harvard Crim-

Rotary Club 

At the regular meeting of the 
Newton Rotary Club, on Monday.

Introduced the speaker 
Dr. Earle A. Brooks. Professor at 
Boston University in the School of 
Education, who gave a very Interest- 
ing talk on "The Value of Wood- 
craft." 

He introduced his subject by show- 
ing a hook presented to him by Donn 
Fendler. the young Maine boy who 
was lost for nine days in the woods 
and because he knew something about 
the subject of woodcraft and applied 
it. he came out alive. The name of 
the book is "Lost on a Mountain in 
Maine." 

Four important points that a per- 
son should know if lie becomes lost 
In the woods are: First. How to 
get out — you need to know directions 
and you should find out one or two 
of the simpler methods of orienting 
yourself; second, how to find or make 
a comfortable shelter; third, how to 
take care of yourself in case of ac- 
cident — nature provides many ways, 
one particular antiseptic being the 
pure resin under the blisters on the 
Balsam Fir; fourth, finding wild 
foods and knowing those that are 
good to eat. For instance, most of 
our New England territory abounds 
in wild game, and the water with 
fish. There are also plenty of nuts, 
tubers, and wild fruits. 

Books that would he Interesting to 
read would be: "Edible Wild Fruits." 
"Plants Useful to Man.” and “Useful 
Wild Plants." One must guard 
against poisonous foods such as the 
deadly Night Shade, a small black 
berry, the Climbing Night Shade, a 
vivid red berry, and the Red Bane- 
berry. which is found only in swamp 
territory. Also, one should watch out 
for poison Sumac and Poison Ivy, as 
well as t lie Black Widow Spider and 
the following four snakes: Coral. 
Timber Rattler, Cotton Mouth Moc- 
casin and Copperhead. 

Good wild foods are wild Cranber- 
ries. June Berries. Blueberries, the 
Haws. Indian Cucumber root, and 
ground nuts. Many of these can he 
found the year round if one knows 
where to look for them.

In announcing his candidacy Rep- 
resentative Brimbleeom made* the fol- 
lowing public statement:

22 of Boston. I have served as Rojv 
resentative for the pnst eight years 
and have endeavored at all times to 
represent tho views of tho majority 
of my constituents. I have given, and 
shall continue to give, freely of my 
time and service fn their Interests. 
Recently It became known that Rep. 
William B. Baker, my colleague from 
the 4th District, was retiring nfter six 
terms of valuable public service. The 
subsequent announcement of cniuli- 
kites for the vacancy thus resulting 
also stated that I might lie a candi- 
date for other office. This state- 
ment was made with my knowledge as 
I have been considering for some time 
he decision I have now reached. I 
believe it is in the public Interest 
hut my decision he made known.

Hospital Assessment 


Newton Has Been Paying 
Disproportionate Share 

At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night. Chair- 
man McKay of the Finance Commit- 
tee presented the following resolu- 
tions. which were adopted by the 
Board: “Resolved— that His Honor, 

the Mayor, through the City Solicitor, 
ascertain whether, or not the Middle- 
sex County Commissioners properly 
computed the charges for the sup- 
port of putients at thQ Middlesex 
County Tuberculosis Hospital for the 
year 1931), based on the actual cost 
of their care and treatment, exclu- 
sive of all interest or other expenses 
pertaining to the construction, equip- 
ment or permanent upkeep of the in- 
stitution.” 

“And it is further resolved — that if 
they ascertain that the said charges 
were not properly computed, His Hon- 
or the Mayor, and the City Solicitor 
tuke such steps, if any, as they may 
lie advised, to correct the situation.” 

The renson for Alderman McKay 
offering these resolutions was be- 
cause the City of Newton has been 
very, heavily assessed for its share 
in supporting the hospital, and lias 
been paying a much higher rate per 
patient than have other cities a.nd 
towns in Middlesex County. Last 
year Aldermen McKay and Colby 
made a study of the city’s relations 
with the T. B. hospital and as a re- 
sult of their report the Board of Al- 
dermen early this year held up for 
.some weeks the payment of the as- 
sessment levied on Newton. This re- 
port showed that certain cities and 
towns in the county paid much more 
than their proportionate share, as 
based on the number of patients they 
sent to the hospital, while other cit- 
ies and towns paid much less than 
their share. •

Of House Lots 


The secontf hearing before the 
Claims & Rules Committee of the Al- 
dermen on the matter of amending 
tlie zoning ordinance so as to restrict 
the minimum sizes of house lots in 
Newton, was held at City Hall last 
night.

Thomas Cleveland, while favoring the 
proposed change in principle, called 
attention to many obsolete, old houses 
in the city, and said that the trend 
is toward less costly residences. 

Samuel Nesson of West Newton, 
who protested against the proposed 
restrictions at the first hearing last 
week, again opposed »he ordinance 
change. His family owns a large 
tract of land at Fuller st. and Com- 
monwealth ave. William Bowers of 
66 Chestnut st.. a realtor, wants the 
proposed ordinance amendment made 
more elastic Doris Carley o( West 
Newton, another realtor, sent a let- 
ter in opposition to tlie change. Other 
letters of • opposition were received 
from Harriet Leatherbee of West New- 
ton. tlie heirs of J. V. Monaghan. A. C. 
Blunt. Jr., and Walter B. Tower who 
represented the New England Order 
of Protection which lias mortgages 
on property in Newton.

Shift Land From Private 
To Single Residence Zone 

Whether it was daylight savings, 
the balmy influence of spring — or 
some other cause, the Board of Aider- 
men held one of its briefest recesses 
in the past three or four years on 
Monday night, and as a result the 
regular meeting of the Board ad- 
journed at 10:15. The meeting started 
promptly at 8 o’clock and there was 
but one quite brief hearing. A recess 
was taken at 8:15 and lasted only an 
hour and a half 

. On recommendation of the Claims 
and Rules Committee the Board unan- 
imously voted to amend the zohing 
ordinance so that land in the Farlow 
Hill section of Ward 7. Newton was 
changed from private residence to 
single residence district. Alderman 
Rawson stated that this land was 
formerly used as the Country Day 
School, and was not placed in a sin- 
gle , residence zone in 1922 because 
of its use. It is no longer used for 
school purposes and owners of attrac- 
tive single residences on Farlow Hill 
applied for the change, fearing that 
the property would be developed for 
two-family houses. He said that over 
the Brighton line, nearby, many two- 
family houses have been built, and 
t he contrast between that develop- 
ment and the Farlow Hill section 
is immediately noticeable. 

A recommendation from Mayor God- 
dard that $10,000 he appropriated to 
pay for a study and survey of all city 
departments was not acted upon. Al- 
derman McKay explained that the 
Mayor wanted more time for verifica- 
tion of matters in connection with the 
proposed survey which will be con- 
ducted by persons who make a profes- 
sion of municipal research. The Board 
appropriated $8950 for water mains, 
and authorized a 15 year bond issue of 
$50,000 for water-bonds. Alderman 
McKay explained that this would 
bring the total of water-bonds for 
this year to $72,000. hut that ISO.ooo 
of such bonds will he retired this 
year. 

City Officials 
Address Ward 1 
Improvement Asso. 

A meeting of the Ward 1 Improve- 
ment Association was held on Wed- 
nesday night at the Lincoln-Eliot 
School. Mayor Paul M. Goddard ad- 
dressed those present on the prob- 
lems which the city government is 
facing. He told of the hig increase 
in the cost of running the city dur- 
ing the past 10 years, and the huge 
problem of providing relief for the 
unemployed. He said that he is re- 
ceiving the assistance of the Board of 
Aldermen and department heads in 
reducing expenditures and gave the 
welcome news that on that day the

Mayor Goddard -Says 
Economies Made Without 
Loss of Service 


Th<> Newton Board of Assessors on 
Wednesday announced that the fax 
rate for 1940 is $29.20. a drop of $1 
from the 1939 rate. The Newton 
Board of Assessors received a letter 
of congratulation from State Tax 
Commissioner Henry F. Long because 
Newton is the first city in the State 
to have its recapitulation figures ap- 
proved by his office, and therefore the 
first city to announce its tax rate for 
1940. This is especially meritorious 
because the death of Assessor John 
R. Prescott a few months ago placed 
added burdens on John W Murphy, 
chairman of the Boarti of Assessors 
and Alhert H. McAuslan. associate as- 
sessor. 

Mayor Paul M. Goddard in com- 
menting on the tax rate said: 

Tlie Tax Rate for 1940 will be 
$29.20, a reduction of $1.00. This rate 
has been determined after a careful 
and complete estimate of expendi- 
tures. and a conservative estimate of 
receipts for this year. 

In effecting economies throughout 
the year it is our desire to do so 
without impairing essential services, 
and at the same time to arrive at 
the beginning of the next fiscal year 
in an improved financial condition. 

Mayor Goddard made the following 
explanation regarding the 1940 tax 
rate: 

"In the determination of this year’s 
tax rate the amount of the City 
Budget and Additions is $5,465,649.12. 
Included in this figure are four items 
as follows which have not appeared 
in previous budgets: 

WPA new equipment $8,600 

WPA maintenance trucks and 

garage rent 1.S60 

WPA projects 50,000 

Reserve Fund 60.000 


This makes a total of $120,460 

In December of 1938 the City re- 
ceived $121,500 from the State whieh 
was used in 1939 for current expenses. 
This is not available in 1940 and con- 
sequently an additional amount of 
$121,500 had to be included in this 
year’s City Budget which did not have 
to be provided for in the City Budget 
of 1939 ’’

Benjamin S. Hinckley of 177 Park 
st.. Newton, who died on May 6 was 
a kindly, considerate man who 
won many friends during his long 
residence in this city. He svrvcd 
three years in the Newton Board of 
Aldermen, declining to serve long- 
er because of the condition of his 
health. After he became a member 
of the city government, Mr. Hinck- 
ley started to work for the devising 
ami adoption of the contributory 
pension system under which this 
city now operates. He was actuated 
to do this by his observance of the 
injustice caused by city employees 
in certnln departments being re- 
tired on pensions, and employees in 
other departments receiving no pen- 
sions when old age or infirmity forced 
their retirement after many years of 
faithful service. 


A newspaper item stated the other 
day that Mayor Goddard would not 
submit any appointment of a City 
veterinarian to the Board of Alder- 
men last Monday night, although 
there are several applicants for the 
position formerly held by the late 
Dr. C. A. Boutelle. Inasmuch as the 
City of Newton sold twenty horses 
several weeks ago. why does it need 
a veterinarian now? Dr. Boutelle 
received a salary of $350 as City 
veterinarian. $40p as Inspector of An- 
imals. $200 for automobile expenses, 
and averaged about $300 annually for 
his service at the dog clinic. The 
services of some veterinary will be 
required for the other duties, hut 
tlm $350 formerly paid for caring for 
horses can now be saved, or expend- 
ed for maintenance of city owned mo- 
tor vehicles. 


Traffic laws and ordinances are 
made for the protection of the pub- 
lic and the prevention of accidents. 
Most operators of motor vehicles try 
to obey such laws and regulations, 
but a certain minority seem to think 
they are especially privileged, or 
that they cun disregard # the right 
and safety of the majority by violat- 
ing traffic laws und ordinances with 
the expectation that they will not 
be punished. Some of these incon- 
siderate or selfish persona will dou- 
ble park on streets or stop their uu- 
tomohiles on blind corners or cross- 
walks. or in other prohibited areas 
because they are too lazy to walk 
even a short distance. A ear stopped 
on a cross walk or a corner, or dou- 
ble-parked on a street with someone 
sitting in it. Is just as much an ob- 
stacle to traffic as a purked car. And 
the excuse given by those who park 
or stop automobiles iu prohibited 
areas -that the cur is there for "just 
a minute or two," Is a poor reason 
for exculpating nutoists who Indulge 
in this practise. If a considerable 
percentage of automobile drivers arro- 
gated to themselves the right to 
disregard parking ordinances even 
for a minute or two, crosswalks und 
corners would he obstructed most of 
the time by automobiles, and double 
parking would be continuous in most 
business sections Thu only way this 
increasing traffic nuisance can lie 
curbed is for judgus to find such self- 
privileged drivers of motor vehicle* 


guilty when proper evidence against 
them is submitted by policemen. 

Who says the English are not n 
humorous race? Nows despatches 
from England last week stated that 
Britain had allegedly warned Ru- 
mania to ask for aid in time. And 
General Ironsides welcomed the Brit- 
ish troops on their return to a 
Scottish port from Norway by tell- 
ing them they had not been driven 
out of that Scandinavian country by 
the Nazis, but hnd been ordered out. 

The writer sometime ago com- 
mented that if Italy joined with Ger- 
many, Japan and Russia in warring 
on Britain and France, those two em- 
pires would. In nil probability, lose 
the present war and he subjugated. 
Those of us who expressed such a 
view were regarded by many ns fool- 
ishly pessimistic. But events trans- 
piring in Norway, and Italy’s chang- 
ing attitude indicate that we may not 
have been as much in error as some 
thought. And it also seems that the 
predictions of those of us who be- 
lieve that might in the air will even- 
tually overcome might on the seas 
seem to be reasonable. This leads us 
to repent thnt the U. S A. should as 
rapidly as possible Increase its man- 
ufacture of war equipment, especially 
anti-aircraft weapons, so that it will 
be better prepared to defend itself 
(and Canada If necessary) from inva- 
sion or conquest by the warlords of 
Europe and Asia. And the youth of 
this country should use up their 
energy in military preparedness rather 
than in "swing” ami jltterbugging. 
Without being an alarmist, if Ger- 
many and its allies conquer Britain 
and France, this country is far from 
being prepared to resist aggression 
from overseas. 

Within the past week one of the 
highest ranking generals of the Uni- 
ted States Army made the statement 
that tills country has modern arms 
and equipment for an army of only 
76,000 men. It has been common 
knowledge for years that the U. S. A. 
is alarmingly weak in both men and 
arms insofar as military preparedness 
is concerned. Supposing that a com- 
bination of Germany. Italy. Russia 
and Japan will overcome Britain and 
France, and this is not only possible, 
hut. from the present trend of the 
war somewhat probable, 2500 miles of 
ocean between Britain and the North 
American continent could be spanned 
by the merchant marine which would 
full into the possession of the Nazis 
and their allies. Its far from being 
an imi>ossibilily that the totalitarian 
nations could invade the U. S. A. If 
such an invasion would occur, how 
much resistance could this country 
offer with modern military equipment 
sufficient for an army of 75.000? And 
It takes several years to manufacture 
a huge quuntity of artillery, and other 
military equipment. The majority 
of people in the U. S. A. don’t realize 
that they are living in false security. 


Winston Churchill is a good sport. 
With the Gallipoli debacle against his 
record in the World War, he takes the 
blame for the Norway fiasco iu this 
war.

istration for his automobile was at

According to records at City Hall 
he first became a registered voter In 
Newton In 1930. 

Lutz's name was dropped from 
the Newton voting lists in Jan- 
uary, 1939 and he reregistered in 
September, 1939, giving his ad- 
dress as Ripley st., Newton Cen- 
tre. According to Mornhan’s protest, 
as made to City Clerk Grant, Lutz did 
not establish himself as a Republican 
until March S. 1940, and Secretary 
of State Cook had previously sent out 
printed instructions designating 6 p.

In 1938 Newton was assessed 
$16,095 for 10,730 patient days, and 
then it was assessed $41,500 ub Its 
share in defraying the cost of the 
hospital for that year; a total of $57,* 
595. In 1939 the per diem cost to 
Newton was $16,543.50, and the city 
was then assessed $45,289.41; a total 
of $61,832.91. 

In addition to treating Nowton res- 
idents at the hospital, two members 
of the staff come to the Newton Hos- 
pital every Thursday and conducted a 
T. B. clinic. During 1939 the num- 
ber of persons who attended these 
clinics totalled 579, and they made 
754 visits.

On Monday evening, May 6th. a 
lecture on Christian Science was 
riven in the Church Edifice of First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, Newton. 

Mr. Taul R. Carmack. First Reader, 
who introduced the lecturer to an nu- j 
dience that filled the church audi- 
torium and Sunday School rooms, 
spoke as follows: 

Friends, a Christian Science Church 
looks upon the giving of a Christian 
Science lecture as an inspiring and 
joyous occasion. 

However, the giving or a lecture 
represents only a part of the under- 
taking. An important part— the ac- 
tive and ready acceptance of the mes- 
sage — can be done only by the audi- 
ence. And as active and valued par- 
ticipants in this inspiring event, First 
Church of Christ. Scientist, of New- 
ton. extends to you all a most cor- 
dial welcome. 

In Matthew we are given these 
words of Christ Jesus. "Where two 
or three are gathered together in my 
name, there am I in the midst of 
them." 

As we who are gathered here this 
evening listen actively and with an 
open mind to the lecture, there is in 
reality nothing that can prevent us 
from realizing that the healing Christ 
is indeed in our midst. 

The subject of the lecture is: 
Christian Science— Humanity’s Friend 
and Emancipator. 

The Lecturer, Violet Ker Seymer, 
is a member of the Board of Lecture- 
ship of The Mother Church, The First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, in Bos- 
ton. 

It is my pleasure to introduce to 
you Miss Ker Seymer. 

The lecturer spoke substantially as 
follows: 

It is safe to say that hardly anyone 
in this audience is satisfied at all 
points. Whether he seems to be moving 
forward, slipping backward, or is at 
u standstill; whether he is going 
through life with religious fervor, or 
as a devotee of agnosticism or of 
atheism; whether he is utterly dis- 
heartened, satisfied with material ex- 
istence. or doggedly doing the best 
he knows against odds, Christian Sci- 
ence has something illuminating and 
practical to offer him. 

Have not all here this one thing In 
common; a desire for health, stabil- 
ity, sufficiency, happiness; for some- 
thing beyond the hazards of daily 
living; for a definite, worthy purpose 
in life, and the understanding of how 
to carry it into effect? Christian Sci- 
ence develops, directs, and fulfills 
this desire. It teaches us how to learn 
that which is deeply profitable, spir- 
itually and humanly, and how to drop 
that which is profitless. This Science 
frees us from the humiliation of an 
inferiority complex and also from the 
fatuity of a superiority complex. 

Most of us have believed that good 
and evil are equally real, and more 
than this; when disease, depravity, 
unequal privileges, poverty, war, and 
other adversities have apparently had 
the upper hand, It may have seemed 
to us that evil overpowered good. 
Hence the pitiful human tendency to 
slip into the “what’s the use?" atti- 
tude. This is not surprising, for hu- 
man creeds and dogmas are apt to 
preach checkered existence now, 
heaven later; storms here, a haven 
elsewhere; sin and sickness now, 
righteousness and health in the un- 
known future. Christian Science 
rouses us from this aimless specula- 
tion and delay. 

How can we reconcile a good God 
with a wicked world and a distressed 
humanity? We cannot; they are ir- 
reconcilable opposites. Only one is 
genuine. Which shall we give up, 
God, good, or belief In evil? Or 
shall we continue to believe in a 
perplexing mixture of right and 
wrong? 

Christian Science gives one new 
zest in life, new power, new under- 
standing, new dependence on Deity, 
new’ dependability toward one’s fel- 
lows, It teaches one how to stand In 
the hour of temptation, how to be the 
victor, not the victim. 

Christian Science 

Now what actually is this Science 
which does all this and much more? 
It is the law of God, good, and it is 
scientifically applicable to human 
problems. This Science lays hare the 
errors of mortal thought and there- 
fore Is corrective. It expounds the 
nature of divine Truth and therefore 
is informative. It brings to light the 
perfection of one divine Mind and 
therefore is redemptive. It develops 
spirituality und therefore is enno- 
bling. It explaius the invariable na- 
ture of health, therefore it heals the 
sick. It stands for spiritual joy, there- 
fore it comforts the sorrowing. It 
reveals the affluence of good, there- 
fore it brings release from poverty. 

In her work "Rudlniental Divine 
Science" < p. li Mary Baker Eddy de- 
fines Christian Science ns the law r 
of God, the law’ of good, interpret- . 
ing and demonstrating the divine, 
Principle and rule of universal har- 
mony." 

Christian Science, then, is the law 
of infinite good, In which there is no 
evil. It is the luw of Spirit, in which 
there is no matter.

What Is God? 

The vital question is “What Is 
God?" Jesus said, "There is none 
good but one, that Is, God.” An 
equivalent of the w’ord "God" Is 
"good," not as an adjective, hut as a 
noun. In the Icelandic language the 
word "God” Is translated "Mind.” 

Among the seven synonyms for 
Deity. Christian Science uses the 
term "Principle," that is. divine Prin- 
ciple: and among the attributes of 
God it includes justice and mercy. In 
Scripture. God is referred to as "a 
God of truth and without iniquity, 
just nrnl right is he." 

To know God as divine Truth, is to 
find and follow’ the way of righteous- 
ness and justice. 

Upright business men express un- 
swerving honesty and justice in all 
their dealings. Are honesty and jus- 
tice within the brain? If so. an injury 
to the skull could destroy honesty 
and justice. Do you believe that a 
man’s Integrity could be destroyed in 
an accident? No? Then you admit 
that good qualities exist apart from 
a physical orgnnism. In every good 
quality we see an expression of the 
"God of truth and without iniquity:” 
but no one originates the good quali- 
ties he expresses. He reflects them 
from God. the one good. 

In the first epistle of John. God is 
referred to as Love. On every hand 
we see the influence of Love, divine 
Principle. Take, for instance, a 
mother’s persevering care for an iu- 
traetable child, or that of a father for 
a wayward son. Where do human 
parents get the wisdom, the patience, 
the justice, mercy, love, whereby to 
protect their young offspring from 
harmful influences, and train them 
aright? Whether they know it or not. 
they get these qualities from God. 
the otie good 

The Demands of Christian Science 

In revealing the majesty of divine 
Principle, Christian Science neces- 
sarily stirs and dissipates humanity’s 
long-entrenched belief in evil. One 
who would receive its blessings must 
respond to its demands. What are 
the demands of Christian Science? 
Where the healing of sickness is 
sought, it demands full reliance on 
the healing power of Life, Truth, and 
Love, without material remedies. 
Where the healing of sin is sought, 
Christian Science demands that 
one shall first of all face his faults 
w’ith a view fo correcting them, and 
then efface them with spiritual pu- 
rity. gained through the understand- 
ing of Spirit. God. Where the healing 
of grief is sought, this Science lov- 
ingly demands of us the acknowl- 
edgment of the over-presence of 
Life, in which there is no death, 
and of spiritual joy in which there 
is no mortal sorrow. Every surrender 
of the false strengthens one’s hold on 
the true.

Christian Science appreciates the 
valine of academic education and the 
discipline it involves. But you will 
agree that this transient education 
leaves even brilliant scholars faced 
with unsolved problems relating to) 
health, morality, ways and means, 
and the complex question of humnn 
relationships. 

The education offered by Christian 
Science is helpful to the most ad- 
vanced professor and the youngest 
scholar. Where needed, it removes 
the stigma of limited ability, and also 
the fear of mental breakdown and 
failure. Ii teaches one how to utilize 
the measureless and unerring intelli- 
gence of the one divine Mind. 

Young students or Christian Sci- 
ence find fhut their academic stand- 
ard is improved, and that their social 
contacts are protected from demoral- 
izing influences. In t ho rush of school, 
college, and social life, they find 
Chri.-tian Science a calming Influ- 
ence They prove that it Is possible 
and deeply beneficial to dwell on 
eternal facts in the midst of temporal 
activities.

Christian Science bus something 
practical to say on the vital question 
of financial supply for dally needs. It 
directs our thought to fundamental 
spiritual facts on which wo may build 
substantially, and thereby eliminate 
fear and want from our thought and 
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materialistic doubt due. in part, tu 
modern rationalism, which subordi- 
nates spiritual inspiration t« » docu- 
mentary data. This attitude toward 
the Bible freezes the spirit of Chris- 
tianity. anti discounts both past aud 
present-day evidence of the healing 
and redeeming power of the "Word of 
God. without any humnn or mate- 
rial means. 

Perhaps C hrist Jesus, the founder 
of Christianity, foresaw this resist- 
ance to the Word of God when he 
declared with irrefutable authority, 
“Heaven and earth shall pass away, 
but my words shall not pass away.” 
Today his immortal statements are 
being more fully understood, and the 
healing ministry he inaugurated has 
been revived in Christian Science. 
Stamped on the covers of Christian 
Science literature are his commands: 
"Ileal tho sick. Raise the (load. 
Cleanse the lepers. Cast out demons." 

Christ Jesus 

Although Jesus walked among men 
in Die valley of human needs, his 
thoughts rested In the heights of 
divine Mind.

Tin* tTiristlike purity of Jesus and 
his abundant love inspired his affirm 
uti\» prayer. "| and my Father are 
one This everlasting oneness of 
Mind and its ideas is your refuge 
uoin harm If at times discord seems 
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our experience. Some of you may 
wonder, perhaps, how the under- 
standing of this Science which denies 
materiality brings material necessi- 
ties. such as home, clothing, food, into 
evidence. ,r lie answer Is that every 
demonstration in Christian Science, 
whether of health, daily supply, In- 
telligence, employment, or happiness, 
is bas»*d on the spiritual understand- 
ing of creator and creation. In Sci- 
ence and Health Mrs. Eddy writes 
fp. 300), "It is our ignorance of God, 
the. divine Principle, which produces 
apparant discord, and the right un- 
derstanding of Him restores har- 
mony." Ignorance of God is remedi- 
able. and so is poverty, one of its 
consequences. Accompanying poverty 
there is usually u sense of fear, mo- 
rose* calculation about ways and 
means, envy of another’s abundance, 
und in some cases, n rankling sense 
of injustice and resentment. 

Once i was called to t lie country 
to see a woman who was beginning 
t<» study Christian Science, and who 
was very anxious about ways and 
means for herself and her children. 
I gently explained to her that abun- 
dance. not poverty, is the creator’s 
provision for all creation, and that 
man as the image of God expresses 
the affluence of good and all the 
heavenly qualities of divine Love with 
which 1m is Infinitely supplied. I 
sought to show her that no belief 
of lack had ever touched the conscious- 
ness of man. and that, as she under- 
stood and proved her relation to God, 
good, she would have the evidence of 
supply in practical ways. Rut she 
listened stonily, still haunted by the 
ghost of lack. 

Being very desirous or helping her, 
i i lien said that one struggling with 
poverty might easily bo tempted to 
envy another's possessions. There 
upon she broke in, “I have never been 
envious!” So I said no more, and we 
went for a stroll down a country lane. 
Presently we skirted the edge of a 
private estate. Noticing a big field 
plained with celery, she stopped and 
•xclalmed indignantly, "There, see 
how some people have so much more 
than they can possibly need!" At this 
Dine she did not seem ready to face 
""I ‘‘Hace with divine truth, the envy 
and other disagreeable feelings which 
were the cause of her poverty. 

<an you and I accept this mortal 
picture of a self-deceived person 
standing there envying someone’s 
field of celery, or, shall we. say, envy- 
ing someone’s success and fortune, or 
someone’s health, or someone’s home 
and happiness? We cannot. Envy is 
<n impoverishing but totnlly unreal 
suggestion of the carnal mind Envy 
implies possession by others of some-

Many Impoverish themselves men- 
tally and financially without realiz- 
ing that they nro doing so. For in- 
stance. having written a chock and 
subtracted tlio sum on your stub, 
are you not apt to think, “Now I 
have that much less in tho bank; and 
if nothing comes In, I shall be still 
poorer next time I hnve to write a 
check”? This mental subtraction is 
depleting. While it is often useful to 
keep an account of expenditure, it is 
a mistake to picture your resources 
dwindling to vanishing point. Job 
said, "For the thing which I greatly 
feared is come upon me.” 

So, when you hnve made a legiti- 
mate expenditure, realize that you 
have gained something in exchange 
for wlint you have spent, and that 
you are not impoverished but en- 
riched by this visible token of supply. 

What appear to the physlcnl senses 
us money, lnnd, n material dwelling, 
clothing, food, and so forth, are but 
shadows of real substance. When we 
look consistently to divine Mind, the 
source of true supply, we shall not 
lack (In ily necessities. Infinite Ixivo is 
present to furnish a table in the, wil- 
derness for one and all. The clnim 
of human poverty is a libel on God, 
good. You will. I believe, find it very 
helpful to dwell on these lines in the 
Christian Science Hymnal (No. 250); 

"Onr gratitude. Is riches. 

Complaint is poverty . . . 

"O, life from joy Is minted, 

An everlasting gold, 

True gladness Is the treasure 
That grateful hearts will hold." 

You cannot overdraw on the infi- 
nite resources which are yours 
through vour individual reflection of 
universal Love. Therefore give your 
mental consent only to that which is 
true about God and His likeness. Be 
true to divine Truth, and to your 
true selfhood. This is the way to lib- 
erty, which Mrs. Eddy has made plain 
in our day. 

Mary Baker Eddy and Prophecy 

Her life is a record of the power of 
divine Love. Sibyl Wilbur, in her 
biography of Mary Baker Eddy, gives 
a touching example of this in the 
following incident in Mrs. Eddy’s 
childhood. An escaped lunatle had 
invaded the schoolyard, brandishing 
a club and terrifying the children, who 
ran shrieking into the house. The 
biography reads: "Mary Baker ad- 
vanced toward him, and the chil- 
dren, peering through the windows, 
saw him wield the club above her 
head. . . . She walked straight tip 
to the man and took his disengaged 
hand. The club descended harmlessly 
to his side. At her request he walked 
wdth her to the gate and so, docilely, 
nw’ay." 

Here we glimpse in the child the 
courage, the love, the ministering 
spirit which matured In the woman 
and which enabled her to reveal to 
humanity the way of liberation from 
i lie insanity of evil. What gave this 
New England woman the power and 
authority whereby she became the 
revelator of Truth In this age. and 
the Discoverer and Founder of Chris- 
tian Science? What won her the con- 
fidence, respect, and love of her early 
and later followers? What caused 
them to accept her as the Leader of 
the Christian Science movement? In 
large measure it was her understand- 
ing of the relation of Christian Sci- 
ence to Scriptural prophecy. Jesus 
referred to the "leaven, which n 
woman look, and hid in three meas- 
ures of meal, till the whole was leav- 
ened.” Of tho fulfillment of this 
prophecy Mrs. Eddy writes in Science 
and Health (p. 118); "Ages pass, but 
this leaven of Truth is ever at work. 
It must destroy the entire mass of 
error, and so be eternally glorified in 
miin'i spiritual freedom.” 

f’hrist Jes i-. giving to humanity as 
mu h of divine Truth as could he 
tr’derstood in that day, stated pro- 
phetically: "I have yet many things 
t ■ say unto you, hut ye cannot hear 
• ’ m now. Howheit w f hen he, th«* 

' Spirit of truth. Is come, he will guide 
veil into all truth: . . and he will 
shew you things t.- come.” This 
prophecy is fulfilled in Christian 
Science. 

Again we find the relation of this 
Science to prophecy in tho book of 
Revelation, where reference Is made 
to “another mighty angel . . . and 
ho had in his hand a little book open.” 
In the Christian Science textbook, 
the full revelation of divine Science 
is open for nil to read and under- 
stand. 

Nothing less than the most exalted 
spiritual vision combined with hu- 
man self-sacrifice could have en- 
abled Mrs. Eddy to curry through her 
triple task* as Discoverer, Founder, 
and Leader, over a period of forty- 
five years. Mrs. Eddy was born and 
reared in New England at the time 
when several advanced thinkers, in- 
cluding Bronson Alcott and Emerson, 
were reaching out for a higher phi 
lnpophy. Their beautiful writings 
brought a measure of enrichment. 
Yet, whereas they groped for the 
truth of being, Mary Raker Eddy 
grasped, expounded, and demon- 
strated it. Imbued with tin* strength 
of Spirit, she remained unshaken by 
the storms of opposition which broke 
over her with the appearing of the 
Christian Science textbook. In 1875. 
and which raged the more when she 
preached, gave public lectures, and 
it became known that she was heal 
ing the sick by spiritual means nlone. 

It would be impossible to calculate 
the number of diseased, distressed, 
demented, disheartened Individuals 
whom Christian Science has led, and 
is leading, out of iniquity and suffer 
Ing into wlint Mrs. Eddy in Science 
and Health fpp. 220, 227) -alls "the 
land of Christian Science, whore fet- 
ters fall and tin* rights of man are 
fully known and acknowledged.” 

Healing 

B.v most people, righteousness is 
' liniiglif of as mental, and health as 
physical If health were physical, it 
would have no connection with God. 
Spirit. But in Christian Science, 


Spirit. God, is recognized as the in- 
variable fount of tho health of man. 

Healing In Christian Science dif- 
fers bnslcally from that of medical 
methods. Nevertheless, Christian 
Scientists respect and- esteem the 
fine men and wornon who, with 
touching unselfishness and practical 
skill, give their lives to benefit hu- 
manity and nllevlato suffering 

Healing in Christian Science is 
based on the truth underlying the 
words arul the works of Christ. Jesus, 
the greatest Healer the world lias 
ever known. Hypnotism and human 
will-power, being on a level with the 
mortal error they seek to correct, are 
never employed In Christian Science. 
Scientifically speaking, there is but 
one Mind and one divine will, the 
will of God. good. 

Christian Science heals through 
the operation of spiritual law, which 
nullifies so-called man-made laws of. 
sin, disease, and decrepitude. Matter 
and fear cannot arrest the perfect 
operation of spiritual law. Matter be- 
liefs are only insubstantial mentar 
shadows due to ignorance of Infinite, 
indestructible substance. Disease Is 
ope of the mental shadows thrown on 
the body; ami disease need never be 
feared, -because real substance is the 
reflection of Life and Love, which 
nothing can destroy or disturb. Man’s 
real health is spiritual, substantial, 
Invariable. 

Christian Science frees the sick 
from fear through divine Love. Fear 
Is not God-made: it is human su- 
perstition. Fear is never entertained 1 
about anything real, and it never 
touches anything real. You need not 
be afraid of fears you have not yot 
fully mastered. You will master them 
as you develop your understanding 
and reflection of divine Love, which 
knows no fear. 

Wlint and where is health? Mrs. 
Eddy mak< s this statement (Miscel- 
laneous Writings, p. 298): "The true 
consciousness is the true health.” In 
healing the sick, Christian Science 
deals directly and only with the con- 
sciousness of the one in need. Tho 
physical body cannot obstruct the 
healing power of Truth and Love, 
operating in consciousness. If you 
wanted to straighten the arched 
spine of a frightened or Indignant 
cat, would you doctor Its spine? If 
you wanted to change a person’s fa- 
cial redness begotten of anger, or his 
sudden pallor due to fear, would you 
do anything to the face? No, for you 
would recognize these physical phe- 
nomena as the result of mental dis- 
turbances. Sin and disease have, no 
place in the consciousness ot spiritual 
man. Health and purity, abiding in 
divine Mind, are not at the mercy 
of matter. 

Divine Love dispels fear Paul 
wrote to Timothy, *VGod hath Dot 
given us the spirit of fear; but of 
power, and of love, and of a sound 
mind.’’ Power! Love! A sound Mind! 
The one divine Mind is sound. Tho- 
one power is good. The one Love is. 
omnipotent. 

Jesus said to the deaf and dumb 
man: "Ephphatha, that is, Be 

opened. And straightway his ears 
were opened, and the string of hia 
tongue was loosed, and he spake 
plain.” "Bo opened"! This is the 
ringing call of Christian Science It 
says to you. Cease cloistering your 
thought in fear, suffering, sorrow, in 
self-indulgence of the senses, deaf to 
the reality of your being, tongue- 
tied by the age-old superstition of evil) 

This loosening of thought from ma- 
terial bondage has a healing effect 
physically. I heard a testimony given 
in The Mother Church In Boston by 
a young man who told the congrega- 
tion he used to stammer so badly that 
for eighteen years he could not speak 
plainly, even to his parents. Chris- 
tian Science healed him. His delivery 
was fluent and melodious. 

"Be opened"! Open wide the door 
of your consciousness to the joyous 
freedom of Truth, as you would throw 
open the windows of your house to 
spring him shine. 

Church 

In order to make the healing and 
redeeming power of Christian Sci- 
ence widely available, Mrs. Eddy, in 
1879. established The Mother Church, 
The First church of Christ, Scien- 
tist. In Boston. She states, in her 
Church Manual <p 17), that this 
Church is “designed to commemorate 
the word and works of our Master, 
which should reinstate primitive 
Christianity and Its lost element of 
healing.” 

A great change has taken place in 
religious opinion since the establish 
ment of this Church, which now has 
branches all over the world. Preju 
(lice against Christian Science, and 
indifference, nre giving way to eager 
inquiry. Church edifices in this or- 
ganization represent the gratitude of 
those whom Christian Science his 
blessed. They are visible proofs of tb< 
efficacy of its teachings. But the >»■« 1 
Church, described In Science and 
Health (p. 583) ns "the structure of 
Truth and Love,” Is In consciousness 
and is not visible to the physical 
senses. This Church is built on the 
Rock. Christ. It is impregnable as 
Truth, as everlasting ns divine Prln 
eiple. 

The Healing of Ignorance 

Having perceived that, scientifi- 
cally speaking, evil has no creator, 
no actual cause, you may ask, Then 
how is it there are ho many evil ef- 
fects? Christian Science replies that 
this is due to the mortal or carnal 
mlrnl referred to in the New Testa 
ment as "enmity against God.” 
Therefore, one who would develop 
Ills understanding of this Science 
must lie prepared to surrender his. 
belief In the reality, power, or attrac- 
tion of this so-called mortal or car- 
nal mind, for not otherwise can he 
experience the Invariable purity and 
pence of righteousness. 

Ignorance of spiritual facts pre 
vents spiritual growth. But this ig 
unranee, being negative, Is not actu 
ally causative, ignorance Is not the 
offspring of anything, and It has no 
offspring. True cuuho and effect ure

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Lively Blaze In 
Gamewell Plant 
At Upper Falls 

The private fire department of the 
Gamewell Fire Alarm Signal Company 
at Newton Upper Falls had a chance 
for a realistic performance last Friday 
when a fire broke out. in the paint 
shop at the Gamewell plant. The 
tryout of the shop fire department 
was too realistic, and two of the vol- 
unteers were overcome in lighting the 
flames. The fire started when a can 
containing paint-remover was over- 
turned. and fumes from its highly in- 
flamahle contents were ignited by a 
nearby enamelling oven. Laquer in 
cans in the pnint shop burst into 
flames, which were forced by exhaust 
fans in the room through a duct from 
the second floor to the third and 
fourth floors of the building. 

An alarm pulled from Box <514 at 
11:37 a. m. brought Engines 2. 3. 6, 
7 and 9 and Ladder 2. in addition to 
the fire engine from Needham Heights 
At 1 1 : 45 Ladder 3 from Newton was- 
called. The Are was burning fiercely 
when the firemen arrived, and fumes 
from the burning paint and laquer 
made it difficult to fight the blaze, and 
necessitated the firemen wearing gas 
masks. It was two hours before the 
firemen returned to their quarters. The 
damage was estimated at about $4000. 


Hoffman Favors 
Purchasing Dept. 

A petition sent last year by the 
Newton Taxpayers’ Association to the 
Board of Aldermen, asking that an or- 
dinance he passed creating a central 
purchasing department by the city, and 
on which no action has since been 
taken, was brought to the attention 
of the Aldermen on Monday night by 
Alderman Hoffman. The Ward 6 
member stated that he favors the 
creation of such a department and 
asked the Board to take some action 
on it. President Floyd replied that 
the president of the Taxpayers’ As- 
sociation has recently conferred with 
the Mayor on this matter, and that the 
Mayor, as yet, has not’ seen fit to make 
any recommendation. Alderman 
Hughes suggested that the proposed 
survey of all city departments makes 
it impractical at the present time to 
consider a central purchasing depart- 
ment.

Spirit and spiritual Every Idcu of 
divine Mind Ih endowed with mens- 
tireless spiritual understanding. Then 
if fear, jealousy, poverty, sickness, or 
any other afflictive mortal belief, 
seems to bo playing havoc in and 
around you, reject these phantoms of 
ignorance, and in every situation and 
condition claim your divine right to 
spiritual intelligence and dominion. 

Dominion Is usually thought of as 
the dominion of good over evil. 
But since this human concept of do- 
minion implies the presence of both 
good and evil, ttiis is not the scien- 
tific interpretation of dominion. Do- 
minion is referred to in the first 
chapter of Genesis, where there is no 
mention of evil. In its spiritual 
signification, dominion Is unchal- 
lenged power derived from God. 

Perfection, Completeness 

Progress in Christian Science 
brings to light man's perfect, com- 
plete individuality. Spiritual man Is 
eternally conscious of perfection, 
completeness. 

The moon appearing as a crescent 
is not an incomplete moon, but in- 
completely seen because of its position 
with regard to the sun and the 


earth. Material sense seems to roil 
from us nur perfection as Mind's 
ideas, but our true identity, which 
includes righteousness and health, is 
forever complete. No human being 
can either establish or dis-estahlish 
the perfection and oneness of Mind 
and its ideas. Then do not regard 
your God-given perfection as a dis- 
tant goal,- to be reached after what 
Is termed death, but ns the present 
and eternal reality of your being. 
Science and Health states (p. 290) 
that "perfection is gained only by 
perfection." “Out of Zion, the per- 
fection of beauty, God hath shined." 
It is only by looking out from the one 
perfect God that wo can behold the 
one all embracing perfection. 

Peace 

In this era of enlightenment, men 
are looking for the establishment of 
pence by peaceful mentis. Universal 
peace Is humanity's great expectancy, 
great objective. This objective will 
be attained through the ceaseless 
operation of God’s law of unity — the 
divinely established unity of good. 
The pence of perfect Principle will 
become apparent In human experi- 
ence through our purposeful and pa- 
tient co-operation In the interests of 
universal concord Divine Principle 
is demonstrable, not debatable. 

Friction between individuals, 
groups, nations, is caused by belief 
in the pernicious influence and con- 
tagion of so-called mortal mind. This 


•unreal mind Is humanity’s one foe, 
and it is always the foo of peace. 
But the falsity of mortal mind Is ex- 
posed In Christian Science, nnd Its 
fictitious reign Is drawing to a closo. 
The stronghold of peaco is the one 
perfect Mind, and this peace Is never 
invaded “Be ye all of one mind,” 
Peter admonished. Christian Science 
goes further and states this absolute 
truth: Ye he all of one Mind. 

The Christian Scientist who con- 
sistently and joyously obeys the de- 
mands of divine Principle as far ns 
he apprehends them hns peace In his 
own heart and beholds the appearing 
of universal peace. Today the power 
of God, good. Is being widely felt. 
Today there Is a rallying to this su- 
preme power. The cohesion of one 
righteous purpose is appearing. 
Through this oneness of purpose 
there will. In due course, appear one- 
ness of method In establishing con- 
cord between all the nations of the 
earth. All alert men nnd women are 
called upon to renlize that, now’ and 
forever, God, good. Is omnipresent and 
omnipotent. 

We are Individual peacemakers In 
so far as w’e aro proving In our Inner- 
most thoughts, In our characters, our 
feelings, and in our lives, the unify- 
ing. harmonizing peace of the divine 
Principle. Love. Mrs. Eddy states In 
"The First Church of Christ. Scien- 
tist. and Miscellany” (p. 279), "The 
Principle of Christian Science dem- 
onstrates peace.” 


This Science takes issue with the 
thought of future salvation. Tho key- 
note of present salvation is this re- 
demptive statement of Christ .lesus: 
"God sent not his Son into tho world 
to condemn the world: but that the 
world through him might bo saved.” 

Christian Scionco condemns mortal 
mind, not persons. Its condemnation 
of all error is a Inw of liberation to 
the human race. Mrs. Eddy states in 
"Unity of Good” (p. 59): "Salvation 
is as eternal as God.” 

In Christian Science every day Is 
a day of enlightenment nnd joy. a day 
of salvation. "With joy shall ye draw 
w’ater ont of the wells of salvation.” 
Joy. a fruit of the Spirit, is unfnll- 
ingly found when it is sincerely 
sought. 

In this hour you hnvo gained, 
through Christian Science, human- 
ity’s friend nnd emancipator, a 
glimpse of your eternally established 
righteousness, health, and peace, 
nnd this glimpse will expand Into the 
steadfast recognition and demonstra- 
tion of your true Individuality. 

In bidding you farewell, I shall 
close with this statement of great 
beauty, made by Mrs. Eddy In “Mis- 
cellaneous Writings” (p. 383), in re- 
gnrd to Christian Science: “The ele- 
ments of earth beat in vain against 
the immortal parapets of this Sci- 
ence. Erect nnd eternal, it will go 
on with the ages, go down the dim 
posterns of time unharmed, and on 
every battle-field rise higher in the 


estimation of thinkers and In the 
hearts of Christians.’’

Taylor, president of the Federation 
from 1906 to 1909, to the executive 
secretary of the Family Service Bu- 
reau, for their Memorial Room. 

"Ragweed Week” will ho observed 
again in July, nnd everyone is urged 
to assist in eliminating this menace 
from Newton. 

Reporting on the combined philan- 
thropies of the clubs In the Newton 
Federation, Mrs. H. Clayton Pearson 
announced the total gifts ns $5,829.23. 
Gifts in Newton amounted to $4,943.47. 
Contributions to the Community 
Chest were $1,506.00 and in Scholar- 
ships, $2,082.80.

After deducting the expenses 
of the Sale and the ten and five per 
cent for the State League and the 
National Association respectively, a 
flue balance remains to be devoted to 
the work which benefits the residents 
of Newton. The Health committee of 
the. Family Service Bureau of New- 
ton. Inc., considers very carefully tills 
expenditure, and Is most fortunate In 
having for its membership, doctors 
who are foremost lp, the state in tu- 
berculosis work. Sixteen children 
were sent to the Southern Middlesex 
Camp at Sharon for eight weeks, 
where Newton, a year or two ago 
erected its own cottage and enlarged 
the camp dining-room. A worker from 
the Bureau carefully studied these 
children at camp and has, as Miss 
Parsons expresses it. "insured the 
camp investment by following uj>, in 
the homes, the progress made at 
camp.” Some of the money is always 
allotted to the .City Health doctor, 
nnd many pamphlets and much print- 
ed matter are annually distributed to 
the schools, libraries, etc. it is with 
considerable pleasure and with pride 
in our community that the chairman 
calls attention to the report of April 
30th of the Sluie League: "Newton 
shows the highest per capita return 
of all tuberculosis associations iu the 
State.’’

Dump Fire At 
Newton Highlands 

Residents of Newton Highlands 
were inquiring Tuesday night why 
the City of Newton erected an In- 
cinerator in that district several years 
ago at a cost of over $150,000? The 
reason for their inquiries was a brush 
Are in the dump in the Cold Spring 
area which cast a pall of acrid smoke 
over a large area until Newton fire- 
men had worked for several hours ex- 
tinguishing the blaze at the dump off 
Pico rd. The Newton Highlands res- 
idents remembered that when the city 
erected the costly incinerator at the 
Street Department yard on Eliot st., 
the alleged reason for taxing Newton 
citizens for this structure was — that 
all combustible materials collected 
by the Street Department would be 
burned in the incinerator. By doing 
this dump nuisances would be ended. 
Smoke from dump fires would not 
cause discomfort to Newton residents, 
papers would not be blown over wide 
areas, and vermin would not be bred 
in dumps to migrate into homes in 
surrounding neighborhoods. Despite 
the availability of the incinerator, 
much of the combustible waste col- 
lected the past few years by the 
Street Department has been depos- 
ited in dumps, rats and cockroaches 
have been infesting homes near 
dumps, fires have been causing smoke 
nuisances, and large quantities of wa- 
ter have been used by the Fire De- 
partment in extinguishing dump fires.

Watertown Selectmen 
Asked To Discontinue 
Dump Nuisance At Bemis 

Newtonville Residents Attend Protest 
Meeting in Watertown Adm. Building 


A large delegation of Newtonville 
residents travelled to Watertown on 
Tuesdny night to attend a hearing 
held before members of the Board 
of Selectmen of that town In a pro- 
test against the town dump off 
Pleasant street In the Bemis section 
of Watertown. For years this dump, 
which has also been used as an outdoor 
incinerator, has been a nuisance not 
only to residents of Bemis, West Wa- 
tertown and part of Nonantum, but 
also to that section of Newtonville 
across the river from the dump. Se- 
lectman Bernard McCue presided at 
the hearing. 

The large committee composed of 
. Newtonville, Nonantum and Water- 
town residents petitioning for the 
abatement of the dump nuisance was 
headed by William Mattson of Brook- 
dale rd., Newtonville, chairman; Mrs. 
J. C. Beale, 60 Parkway rd., Newton- 
ville, secretary; John Kaspar, Jr„ 
532 Pleasant st., Watertown, and 
Fred C. Alexander of the Newton- 
ville Improvement Association. Mr. 
Mattson stated that complaints had 
been made to the Town of Water- 
town, State Board of Health, Metro- 
politan District Commission, Mayor 
Goddard, and the Newton Board of 
Health. He said that Dr. Jakmauh, 
State Director of Public Health, had 
an investigation made of conditions 
at the dump, and had recommended 
that the burning of combustibles 
there be discontinued, and that a 
boom be placed between the dump 
and the nearby Charles River to stop 
pollution of the river by seepage 
from the dump. 

The dump covers about ten acres 
of ground. It was created about a 
score of years ago when the town ex- 
cavated gravel from that area, and 
for many years it has been used as a 
public dump. It is constantly on 
fire and huge volumes of dense, acrid 
smoke waft from it. Waste burned 
there Includes rubber, rubberized fa- 
bric and other materials which pro- 
duce foul smelling smoke. Persons 
at the hearing asserted that garbage 
is also regularly deposited in the 
dump, and that swarms of huge rats 
and other vermin breed there. Res- 
idents on the Newtonville side of the 
river told of many rats swimming 
across th stream and invading their 
properties. The petitioners asked that 
combustible materials deposited at 
the dump be taken to different parts 
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of the place from non-combustibles, 
that proper supervision and con- 
trol of burning combustibles be es- 
tablished, that no permits be granted 
for the burning of materials that 
cause offensive odors, that entrances 
to the dump be closed when no watch- 
man is on duty, that the dumping of 
garbage there be prohibited, that the 
town build an incinerator, and that 
WPA workers be employed grading 
the dump and covering it with gravel. 

Selectman McHugh stated that the 
town ofllcials have been trying to 
lessen the nuisance at the dump and 
will continue to do whatever Is prac- 
tical in this respect. Supt. of Streets 
Condon of Watertown said that he 
has tried to do all that he reasonably 
could to remedy undesirable condi- 
tions at the dump. He commented, 
however, that “a dump is a dump 
and people living near one must ex- 
pect unfavorable conditions until the 
dump will have been filled. ” John 
Colbert, Health Officer of Water- 
town said that many of the requests 
made by persons annoyed by the 
dump have been complied with.

It was suspended once in the past.

Wilbur Gravel Pit 
Gets Another Stay 


The much prolonged litigation over 
the continued operation of the huge 
gravel pit at Oak Hill, by George Wil- 
bur of West Roxbury, received anoth- 
er prolongation last Friday when Judge 
Francis Goode of the Superior Court 
decided to report the case to the Mas- 
sachusetts Supreme Court. A couple of 
weeks previously Judge Goode had ad- 
judged Wilbur in contempt oi court 
because the gravel pit operator had 
not abided by an order of the Superi- 
or Court to remove structures from 
the gravel pit and discontinue operat- 
ing the machinery in them. Because 
Wilbur had expressed a desire to take 
an appeal from Judge Goode’s con- 
tempt action, the Superior Court jus- 
tice decided to give the defendant the 
added recourse to law. It is probable 
that the Supreme Court will not act 
on this matter for several months.

Red Cross Appeals 
For Funds For 
War-Torn Europe 

Last Friday morning’s papers an- 
nounced the spread of war to an al- 
ready horrified world, in the Ger- 
man invusion of Holland. Belgium, and 
Luxembourg. In its train is added 
distress for thousands of people, with 
attendant deprivation, poverty, illness, 
and migration. The Red Cross alone 
can bring them the assistance and 
comfort they need in this dark hour. 
And the Red Cross Is already carrying 
a tremendous expense in other war- 
torn areas which have looked to them, 
and not in vain, during the past 
months. 

The National Organization of the 
American Red Cross, therefore, now’ 
appeals to the people of the United 
States to come to the assistance of 
these suffering countries, and is ask 
ing them to raise a fund of $10,000,- 
000, for this tremendous task of re- 
habilitating and clothing desolate peo 
pie.

Monday evening, and its chairman, Mr. 
Charles R, Cabot, herewith issues ap- 
peal to the residents of Newton, and 
of surrounding cities and towms w’ho 
are interested in the Newton Chap- 
ter, for contributions to make up 
the quota assigned to Newton, which 
is $12,000.

Sand Price Too High

He states that the company recently 
bid at 96c a yard to supply sand to 
the city. The matter will be consid- 
ered by the Board of Aldermen and 
the City Solicitor.

Jr. of 526 Beacon 
st., Boston. A call was received at 
police headquarters from the Wood- 
land Park dormitory of Lasell Junior 
College that some men had been dis- 
covered by the watchman on the third 
story fire-escape peering in windows. 
A squad of police hastened to the 
scene and found the three tuxedo 
garbed youths near the building. 

A few years ago three Yale students 
trespassed into another Lasell build- 
ing late one night, following a Har- 
vard-Yale football game. Later, as 
the trio were motoring from New 
Haven to West Newton to be tried 
for this escapade, they were involved 
in an automobile accident in Connecti- 
'cut and one of them was killed.

Report In Cullen Case 
Unfavorable To Former 
Sergeant-Mechanic 

Auditor Lincoln Decides That Aldermen 
Acted in Good Faith in Abolishing Office 


Former Newton 
Man Missing In War 

Lawrence A. Jump, 26, formerly of 
this city, was reported as missing 
on Wednesday after the ambulance 
he was driving near the Belgian- 
French frontier had been bombed by 
the Nazis. He went to France after 
the war started and has been as- 
signed with an American ambulance 
unit near the Saar region. Jump at- 
tended Newton High School and grad- 
uated from Dartmouth in 1936. He 
had been spending much of his time 
in Nantucket in recent years. 
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Former Sergeant-Mechanic Bart 
Cullen of the Newton Police Depart- 
ment received an unfavorable decision 
in the report presented on Thursday 
by Alexander Lincoln to the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme Courj. Mr. Lin- 
coln was appointed on July 26, 1939, 
by Judge Lummus of the Supreme 
Court to serve as auditor on the Cul- 
len case, and to hear evidence and 
make a report. Cullen, through his 
attorney, Francis X. Hurley, had ap- 
plied for writs of mandamus against 
city officials of Newton, contending 
that he had been illegally discharged 
from his position of Sergeant-Mechan- 
ic in the Newton police department. 
He contended that under civil service 
laws he was a regular sergeant in the 
department, that he had been illegal- 
ly deprived of his office, and that the 
New’ton Board of Aldermen had not 
acted in good faith in abolishing his 
office. 

Mr. Cullen was born in West New- 
ton 47 years ago and w’as given a pro- 
visional appointment as chauffeur of 
the patrol wagon in 1914. He was ap- 
pointed a patrolman in October, 1917, 
and in that year enlisted in the U. S. 
Navy to serve in the World War. He 
returned to service in the police de- 
partment at the close of the war. and 
in 1921 was listed on the civil service 
records as “patrolman-mechanic." In 
1929 the city ordinance pertaining to 
the police department was amended so 
that the office of “sergeant-mechanic” 
was created, and Cullen was appointed 
to this office. 

On July 6. 1936, Mayor Childs sent 
a communication to the Board of Al- 
dermen asking them to change the or- 
dinance so that Cullen could be made 
a Lieutenant and placed on a rating 
similar to that of Superintendent of 
Equipment in the Fire Department 
The Aldermen refused to follow the 
Mayor’s recommendation and growing 
friction between them and the Mayor 
started over Cullen. Later Alderman 
Frank T. McCabe made criticisms be- 
fore the Board of Aldermen concern- 
ing the conduct of the mechanical di- 
vision in the police department. 
Eventually the Aldermen appointed a 
special committee to investigate the 
activities of the sergeant-mechanic, 
and this committee, in a report, ad- 
vocated that the office of sergeant- 
mechanic be abolished in the interest 
of economy. In the 1939 budget the 
Aldermen voted to abolish the office of 
sergeant-mechanic by only appropriat- 
ing money to continue the office until 
July l, 1939. On that date Cullen 
ceased to be paid. He contended that 
under civil service* rules he had a 
seniority rating over several other 
sergeants in the department. The J 
cretary of the Civil Service Com- | 


mission and Mayor Childs agreed with 
him, but City Solicitor Bartlett con- 
tended otherwise. 

Cullen engaged Francis X. Hurley as 
his attorney and the writs of man- 
damus were applied for. Hearings 
were started before Auditor Lincoln 
last December and occupied 22 days 
at the court house in East Cambridge. 
Twenty of the 21 members of the 
Board of Aldermen were summoned 
to testify before the auditor. The ex- 
ception was Alderman Jamieson who 
was not present at the meeting of the 
Board when the vote was taken which 
abolished the office of sergeant-me- 
chanic. The report of Auditor Lin- 
coln says in part: 

“I find that the Aldermen who voted 
for the amendment abolishing the 
office of sergeant-mechanic acted in 
good faith, believing . . . that such 
abolition was for the best interests of 
the city as a measure of economy, 
and I also find that the amendment 
was not enacted as a mere device 
for getting rid of the petitioner.'* 

The auditor’s report will come be- 
fore the Supreme Court for approval 
or disapproval. 

Attorney Hurley will file a motion 
for recommitment of the report to 
the auditor, and will ask that the 
finding of Mr. Lincoln. — that the 
members of the Board of Aldermen 
acted in good faith, be reversed. He 
argued that if the report will be 
sustained, legal provisions to prevent 
removal of civil service employees, 
can be circumvented by legislative ac- 
tion. 

Auditor Lincoln in the report states 
that Cullen was never listed either 
on the city payroll or on civil serv- 
ice records as a sergeant, but was 
listed as sergeant-mechanic, and that 
the annual city budgets contained a 
separate item for his salary under the 
designation of sergeant - mechanic. 
Lincoln stated that the evidence show- 
ed that a majority of the Aldermen 
were influenced by the fact, as re- 
ported to them, that the bulk of the 
work on the police cars was being 
done by a civilian assistant to Cul- 
len; that one man could do this 
work, and he need not be a police 
officer.

The vernal beauty of Spring has bur- 
geoned forth the past couple of weeks. 
Trees are resplendent In fresh folinge 
and myriads of blossoms. Flowers of 
brilliant hues greet the eyes. The 
lawns and fields are covered with lush, 
green carpets. Nature Is at its best 
here in these United States of Amer- 
ica. 

Across the Atlantic it is tulip time 
in Holland, foliage in the Ardennes 
has been verdant, poppies are budding 
in Flanders. Beeches and poplars 
should be swaying in Belgium and 
North France. But on many of the 
lowlands of Holland no tulips will be 
gathered this year. Water covers tulip 
fields. Scores of thousands of peace- 
loving Netherlander will never har- 
vest bulbs again. They are the harvest 
of bullets and bombs; their mangled 
corpses lie either in hastily dug graves, 
or are strewn in abandoned towns and 
fields. Flanders fields are again sham- 
bles. and poppies there will once more 
bloom amongst unknown dead. Trees 
in the Ardennes forests and along the 
road of Belgium and North France are 
gaunt skeletons. Nature at its host has 
been made hideous by man at his 
worst. 

As we read of the horrible, mass 
murder now at its height In Belgium 
and France, with millions of Ger- 
mans, French, Belgians and British 
slaughtering each other, our memory 
goes back to cute little boys we met 
in France over a score of years ago, 
who politely asked soldiers of the A. 
E. F. for chocolate and chewing gum. 
We recall good natured little German 
boys who did t He goose-step on village 
streets In the Rhineland at the behest 
of American doughboys, and were re- 
warded by a few pennies. These 
French anil German boys of 1918 are 
now (or were) men in their late twen- 
ties and early thirties. Many of them 
have already been killed in the titnnic 
warfare of the past week. More of 
them will be slaughtered. They never 
met one another, had no personal en- 
mities against each other, hut because 
of a defective civilization they are 
engaged iu mass killing. The World 
War was horrible. This war Is in- 
finitely more so. Aerial warfare has so 
advanced that non-combatants, in- 
cluding the aged, young children and 
the sick in hospitals, are now slaugh- 
tered as indiscriminately as are the 
soldiers at the front. Why? 

The man upon whom most of the 
blame is placed for the increasing hor- 
ror in Europe, a horror that seems to 
be about to spread to some degree all 
over the earth, is Adolf Hitler. It 
would be difficult to deny that this 
humble Austrian, whose fantastic rise 
in less than 20 years from an obscure 
house painter in Austria to the most 
powerful, most feared, most hated 
man in the world, is not the leading 
character in (he tragedy which lias 
engulfed hundreds of millions of per- 
sons. and promises to engulf other 
hundreds of millions. Admitting that 
Hitler's diabolical fanaticism and t«- 
nacity of purpose crystallized Germany 
into its crusade for rehabilitation and 
revenge, those who believe that the 
death of Hitler would cause a collapse 
of German aggression and philosophy 
of military might -are stupid. Hitler 
is neither a God. demi-god nor a super- 
man. Eighty million Teutons are not 
in accord with his principles, but a 
sufficiency of people of the German 
race have endorsed and supported his 
doctrines to enable him and his Nazi 
followers to accomplish the almost 
unbelievable rise of 'Germany in seven 
years from a conquered nation to the 
most formidable power on this planet. 
Events of the past year prove con- 
clusively that Hitler has had the co- 
operation of tin* most brilliant minds 
iu Germany. Nor did he originate a 
determination for world conquest in 
the Reich. "Deutchland Uber Alles" 
was written before Hitler was born.

Although insignificant individuals 
such as the writer have been uttering 
feeble warnings for years regarding 
the lack of modern military equip- 
ment. and an adequately sized army 
and compulsory military training in 
this country, it is only ihe past week 
that similar opinions have been ut- 
tered by most of the "intelligentsia" 
who occupy high positions in the poli- 
tical, industrial and financial life of 
this country. We hope that France 
and Britain will turn the tide which 
Is surging against them, but condi- 
tions look unything but encouraging. 
If the Nazi might in its stupendous 
thrust shall in the next few weeks 
overcome France and Britain, this 
country will be lu a precarious posi- 
tion. A minority here demands that 
tin* V. 8. A. go to tin* aid of the 
allies. With what? We have only 
sufficient military equipment for a 
small army. We have only a few hun- 
dred thousands of trained men, un- 
less the middle-aged veterans of the 
World War are counted. If Germany 
in it* blitzkrieg speedily overcomes 
Britain and France, we repeat what 
we have said before that it Is within 
the range of possibilities thut a com- 
bination of the Nazis, Japan. Italy 
and possibly Russia, could dictate to 
or even overcome this country. So 
we approve President Roosevelt’s de- 
mand that this country arm against 
aggression ns speedily as its resources 
will permt. It lakes years, not 
months to so prepare. 

Possibly, the Dies committee which 
has been attempting to ferret out in- 
sidious activities, and has been giv- 
ing most attention to Communists in 
the past, may give more attention to 
Nazis and Fascists in the future. 

Congress is being asked to make 
provisions to increase the number of 
reserve officers in the U. S. A. avia- 
tion force about 1000 per cent. If 
this is done present restrictions on 
applicants will liuve to be reduced.

WARD 1 PRECINCTS 

Dear Sir: 

Something of n controversy appears 
to have arisen within the- last few 
weeks regarding the voting changes In 
Ward One and In some respects has 
made It harder for the average voter 
to understand. Since I have been 
mentioned as responsible for some of 
those changes I should like to give 
a brief statement of the situation. 

There are really two Issues In- 
volved: 1. IIow should the ward be 
divided Into precincts? and. 2. What 
should be the polling place for each 
precinct? 

1. The first of these* matters was 
officially decided on the? fifth of last. 
February. The state election law 
tCh. 54 sec*. 1-2 ) provides that cities 
shall be divided Into wards of approx- 
imately equal voting strength, and 
the wards into approximately equal 
precincts with a maximum of not 
over 2000 voters each. The Newton 
wards are extremely varied in size 
but the precincts have been kept near 
the* required standard by a provision 
which requires the aldermen to re- 
duce any precinct having more than 
2000 registered voters at a municipal 
election. On January I. 1940. the 
City Clerk formally reported to the 
board that Precinct 2 of Ward One 
had 2091 voters. The board was there- 
fore obliged to act. At the same 
time the City Engineer und Assessors 
requested that, the changes he made 
immediately in order that they might 
tabulate nil real estate by precincts 
iu their new plan books which they 
are required to provide us of Jan- 
uary first. 

One proposul was to divide Prec inct 
2 into two unequal parts each to vote 
at a separate voting enclosure located 
at the fire station at Newton Corner. 
In view of the fact that Precinc t J 
of the same ward had only 1149 vot- 
ers I raised the question whether a 
few blocks on the northern boundary 
of Precinct 2 should not be trans- 
ferred to Precinct 1 and equalize the* 
existing precincts rather than creat- 
ing an additional one. This strip of 
land is about half way between the 
two polling places and less than half 
a mile from either. This would avoid 
the expense of equipping and main- 
taining an additional polling place 
($70 to $250 per year) and would 
affect fewer people than any other 
proposal. The matter was debated 
at the January 15th meeting of the 
aldermen and was reported in all of 
the local papers. Tn spite of the de- 
sire of the city officials to have it de- 
termined promptly, It was laid on tho 
table for 3 weeks in order to deter- 
mine public sentiment. During that 
time numerous citizens communicated 
with me about other matters but no 
one made any objection to the pro- 
posed change, nor did any one write 
to the city clerk about it. or request 
a hearing. On February 5th after 
further consultation the Board of Al- 
dermen voted unanimously to trans- 
fer the strip of land between Juck- 
son rd. and Jewett st. from Precinct 
2 to Precinct 1. The assessors have 
since made up their surveys and 
records on tills basis. 

2. The second issue is whether the 
polling place in Precinct 1 shall he 
moved a quarter of a mile along 
Pearl st. to the new Lincoln Eliot 
School. It has been for some years 
at the Stearns School. Both places 
art less than a mile from every house 
iu the precinct as enlarged. The 
Board has held this matter open to 
aset rtain the wishes of tlu* voters, 
and the Ward On*- Improvement As- 
sociation called a meeting May 13th 
t< consider it. Less than a score of 
voters came to this meeting and 
most of them devoted themselves to 
discussing the other issue, which ap- 
pears to be already disposed of. i 
am sure that the aldermen would 
like to conform to the desires of 
tho people of this precinct in the 
selection of a polling place.

PRUNING SHRUBS 

May 6. 1940. 

To the Editor: 

One of the phrases we hear so 
much now a days is the term regimen- 
tation und conformity to the general 
idea of community life Ac. Now I have 
noticed in travelling nboul the Gar- 
den City that this regimentation is 
going on by the so called priming of 
the beautiful types of shrubs or bush- 
es in the rounded shapes. The ever- 
greens iu front of houses, tire decidu- 
ous bushes upon Iuwiih and the 
shrubbery upon the city lands is be- 
ing brought into conformity with tills 
general idea. 

A common term we have used in 
ivgurd to tliis practice is to say thut 
they have bad a "shave and a hair 
cut.” Now every bush, the sume as 
individuals, lias characteristics of their 
own and they should be emphasized 
to secure their p roller value and beau- 
ty. 

The old rule was to prune the 
bush to its natural shape by cutting 
out the larger brunches and by cut- 
ting at a joint so thut when the op- 
eration is completed It makes the bush 
look natural. Another way is to 
move out the big bushes to a more 
sizable location, thus gaining several 
years growth in a new location and 
ruphint new ami smaller bushes.

Edward K. Maloney, vice president 
of tin* Atlantic Research Associates. 
Newton ville, was the guest speaker 
this week before the Newton Rotary 
flub. Vice President John J. Cahill 
Introduced the speaker whoso dis- 
course dealt with “The Farm Cliemur- 
gie Movement.” 

"Chemurgy” as explained by Mr. 
Maloney was converting farm prod- 
ucts into commercial uses. The speak- 
• r pointed out how in bygone years a 
country through exploitation and in- 
vasion would take over the national 
resources of another country. The 
difficulty of solving their problems 
through tills method had forced na- 
tions to turn to production of new 
scientific ideas which would make 
them more self-sufficient: “Chemurgy” 
was one of the solutions. In this 
field Germany bus in recent years 
done an outstanding job, but in the 
I’nlted States great strides have also 
been made and largely through the 
help of outstanding industrial leaders 
like Henry Ford. General Motors, Du- 
Pont and the Chemical Foundation. 

The use of the Soya bean as devel- 
oped by Henry Ford is perhaps the 
best known example of ’ Farm Chem- 
urgy.” 

Particularly did Mr. Maloney dis- 
cuss in detail the use of Casein, a 
by-product of milk, recognized as 
one of the marvels of the chemical 
age. The problem of putting to use 
fifty billion pounds of skim milk pro- 
duced in tills country lias been part- 
ly solved by the development of Cas- 
ein, a by-product which industrial sci- 
entists have put to strange and un- 
usual uses.

Ask For Creation 
Of New Precinct 

A meeting of Ward 1 citizens was 
held at the Lincoln-Eliot School on 
Monday night to discuss the pro- 
posed precinct changes in the Ward. 
Because of the fact that the number 
of voters in Precinct 2 of Ward 1 
exceeds 2000, the Board of Aldermen 
in February voted to reduce the 
number of voters in this precinct by 
shifting that part of the precinct 
North of the B & A tracks and West 
of Jewett st. to Precinct 1. Hereto- 
fore the westerly boundary of Pre- 
cinct 2 was Jackson rd. Precinct 
changes in Wards 5 and 6 were also 
made at that time, but because the 
date on which the changes would 
take effect was not specified, the mat- 
ter had to come beforo the Board of 
Aldermen again at the May 6th meet- 
ing for further action. On that night 
Ex-Alderman Powers requested Aider- 
man Lee to have action on the Ward 
1 change postponed, as residents of 
the Ward had been protesting. Al- 
dermen Barwise and Fahey of Ward 
1 concurred with Lee in asking for a 
postponement in this precinct change, 
and the Board agreed. 

The meeting on Monday night was 
opened by Edward H. Ppwers, as pres- 
ident of the Ward 1 Improvement As- 
sociation. He told of the reasons for 
the proposed change, and commented 
that there should have been a public 
hearing before the precinct changes 
were made. Powers suggested that, 
inasmuch as a public hearing should 
have been held on this matter, that 
one of the Aldermen ought to assume 
charge of the meeting, and it was 
voted to have Alderman Barwise 
serve as chairman. Charles Chals- 
son of Dalby st. favored the splitting 
of the Ward into three precincts, as 
had originally been planned. He ob- 
jected to the voting place being 
changed from the Stearns School to 
the Lincoln-Eliot School if only two 
precincts will be continued in the 
Ward. Miss Julia Enegess and A. 
Charles Dunne favored two precincts 
with the Precinct 1 voting place in 
the new school. Harold Murray and 
Thomas FitzGerald advocated three 
precincts. Aldermen Barwise and 
Fahey stated they had originally fav- 
ored three precincts. Alderman Lee 
stated that he had suggested only two 
precincts so that the expense of an 
added precinct might be avoided. Ed- 
ward Powers stated that either plan 
is acceptable to him, but that he be- 
lieves two precincts, with the Lincoln- 
Eliot School as the voting place for 
Precinct 1, is preferable. The majori- 
ty of those present voted In favor of 
the Ward being divided into three pre- 
cincts, with the voting place for the 
new precinct in the Lincoln-Eliot 
School.

To Be Seen 
And Heard at 
Milwaukee 


Women's club lenders, numbering 
about 5,000, from every state in tho 
Union, among them many from Mass- 
achusetts, will attond the General 
Federation Council Meeting, to be 
held from May 19th to Moy 25th, In 
Milwaukee, the city often alluded to 
as Wisconsin's Bay of Naples. The 
Wisconsin State Federation Is plan- 
ning every phase of hospitality and 
enjoyment for their guests. One of 
these clubwomen says of Wisconsin: 

"It Is a state of abundance, with 
glorious trees, a thousand shining 
lakes, white sandy beaches, rivers and 
spray-tossed waterfalls, all landscaped 
by a glacial period thirty thousand 
years ugo.

Letters Relative 
To Resignation 
Of Paul Elicker 

The following is the letter received 
by Supt. of Schools Warren from 
Principal Paul E. Elicker of Newton 
High School in tendering his resigna- 
tion. The resignation was submitted 
to the School Committee on May 9. 

“It Is with the utmost personal re- 
gret that I tender my resignation as 
principal of the Newton High School, 
to become effective on September 1, 
1940. 

“To come to such a conclusion after 
seventeen years of service and the 
most pleasant associations in the New- 
ton schools as teacher, assistant prin- 
cipal, and principal, has been one of 
the most difficult professional deci- 
sions for me to make during my entire 
career. To separate one’s self from 
those with whom one has been so en- 
joyably associated in an official and 
professional capacity, transcends the 
realm of mere professional duty and 
relationship. 

“Some time ago I was urged to con- 
sider the position of general executive 
secretary of the National Association 
of Secondary School Principals of the 
National Education Association, with 
executive offices in Washington and 
Chicago. The opportunity for greater 
service to secondary education seems 
to be so promising educationally, and 
offers such a challenge professionally, 
that this offor could not be disregard- 
ed with impunity. 

“During these years In Newton I 
have appreciated the co-operation and 
the confidence that you, Mr. Warren, 
tho Newton School Committee, and 
all of my associates in the High School 
have given to me. Such a spirit of 
professional relationship I shall always 
regard as a cherished memory of the 
many pleasant years In Newton.’’ 

In reply to Mr. Ellcker’s letter, the 
School Committee accepted the resig- 
nation in the following communication 
to Mr. Elicker, which was signed by 
Harold W. Knowlton, chairman of the 
School Committee: 

“The School Committee learns with 
regret of your decision to resign as 
principal of the Newton High School. 
They recognize the professional ad- 
vancement that your appointment as 
executive secretary of the National 
Association of Secondary School 
Principals means and they, therefore, 
are obliged to accept your resigna- 
tion. 

“The Newton High School has pro- 
gressed under your leadership of the 
school faculty. You have given of 
your untiring energy to tho Interests 
of the school. Particularly noteworthy 
has been your leadership in organizing 
tho curriculum of tho school to meet 
tho needs of many and varied groups 
of students. 

“Your concern In tho development of 
a program of extracurricular interests 
for the student body; your activity 
and attention to the securing nud 
awarding of additional scholarships 
for Newton hoys and girls as they go 
to college; tho development and expan- 
sion under your leadership of tho 
placement service; your kindly and in- 
telligent consideration at all times of 
students who found tliemsulves in dif- 
ficulty either in scholarship or in the 
life of the school; your activity as a 
citizen in tho Newton community; all 
those and many more characteristics 
will make your going u loss to tho 
School Department and tho city of 
Newton.”

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Aldermen Appropriate 
$5000 For Part Payment 
Of Survey of City Depts. 

School Department Not To Be Included 
In Survey; Alderman Hoffman Protests 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night it was voted 
to appropriate $5000 for a study and 
survey of all city departments ex- 
cept the School Department. Mayor 
Goddard reduced his original recoin- 
comendation for an appropriation of. 
$10,000 to have a survey of all de- 
partments made. Alderman McKay, 
chairman of the Finance Committee, 
explained that because the School 
Committee had decided to make its 
own survey of the school department, 
and had engaged an expert on educa- 
tional matters to make a study, the 
Mayor had agreed with the School 
Committee to leave the School De- 
partment out of the survey to be 
made by the experts in municipal ad- 
ministration who will study the op- 
eration of the other city departments. 
He explained that the $5000 would he 
appropriated with the understanding 
that an additional appropriation may 
be made if further funds are needed, 
should the survey proceed to a degree 
that will require more funds. He stated 
that a conference had been held be- 
tween the Mayor, the School Com- 
mittee and the Finance Committee 
of the Aldermen, and it was agreed 
that pending the completion of the 
separate survey of the School Depart- 
ment, this city activity will not be 
included in the general survey. If, 
however, the separate school depart- 
ment survey is not satisfactory, the 
Mayor will ask that this department 
be included in the general survey. 

Alderman McKay stated that the 
first study to be made is that of sal : 
aries paid to clerks at City Hall. This 
matter has been a vexatious problem 
for many years. It has been claimed 
that equitable salaries have not and 
are not being paid, that clerks doing 
similar work receive widely varying 
salaries, and that in some cases in 
the past influence of one kind or an- 
other has been a factor in obtaining 
salary increases for some of the em- 
ployees in various departments. Mc- 
Kay also explained that if the sur- 
vey does not prove satisfactory, it 
can be stopped at anytime. He said 
that a similar survey has been in 
progress at Brookline and will be 
completed in a few weeks. The re- 
sult of the Brookline survey will be 
a guide as to whether or not such a 
survey in Newton will be worth while. 

Alderman Hoffman of Ward G ques- 
tioned the legality of appropriating 
$5000 for a survey of departments 
other than the School Department, 
when the Mayor’s original recommen- 
dation had specified "all departments.” 
City Solicitor Bartlett ruled that the 
order was properly before the Board. 
Hoffman asked for a short recess so 
that he might confer with the Mayor 
on the matter.. In a few minutes word 
was received from Mayor Goddard that 
the order should read — "all city de- 
partments.” When Hoffman did not 
return within the next several min- 
utes, President Floyd put the motion

Hold Conference 
On Protest Against 
Lutz Election 


A conference tvas held by the Board 
of Registrars of Voters of Newton 
at City Hall on Wednesday night on 
t he protest made by Thomas E. Mora- 
han of Hibbard rd., Newton, against 
the validity of the election of Roger 
A. Lutz as the man member to the 
Republican State Committee from the 
new Middlesex-Suffolk senatorial dis- 
trict. Morahan was one of the can- 
didates at the presidential primary 
election on March 29 for this office. 

On the ballot Lutz’s address was 
given as 87 Ripley st., Newton Cen- 
tre. Morahan charges that Lutz had 
not been a resident of this city for 
some years, that Lutz’s name was not 
listed in the 1940 Newton directory, 
and that Lutz has been a resident 
of Cambridge for the past few years. 
He produced evidence to show that 
Lutz’s 19.79 and 1940 automobile reg- 
istrations were issued to Lutz with 
the applicant giving his address as 401 
Broadway, Cambridge; that Lutz gave 
the Cambridge address in obtaining 
his 1979 license to operate an automo- 
bile, and that the telephone directory 
lists Lutz as residing at 401 Broad- 
way. Cambridge. Morahan told the 
Registrars of Voters that he had gone 
to the residence of Charles Frey at 87 
Ripley st., Newton Centre the day 
before the election, and was told that 
Lutz had moved from that address. 

Lutz first registered as a voter in 
Newton in 1930. His name was drop- 
ped from the voting list early in 
1939 and he reregistered in Septem- 
ber, 1939. He told the registrars that 
he had maintained his* legal voting 
domicile at the Ripley st. address.

Pomroy House Open 
For Community 
Work In Newton 


Pomroy House at 24 Hovey st., New- 
ton, was opened yesterday as a new 
centre for an extensive program of 
community service in one of the old- 
est parts of Newton. To celebrate 
the event the officers of the organiza- 
tion held open house which was at- 
tended by Mayor Paul M. Goddard 
and many prominent Newton citizens. 
The officers' of Pomroy House are pres- 
ident. Mrs. Paul E. Elicker; vice- 
president. James B. Melcher: treas- 
urer, Frederick S. Bacon and secre- 
tary, Mrs. Warner P. Eustis. Mrs. 
Steven B. Wilson has been chairman 
of the committee in charge of re- 
modeling Pomroy House for its new 
work. 

Pomroy House is the result of the 
merger of the Rebecca Pomroy Home 
for orphan hoys and girls and the 
Stearns School Centre. The Rebecca 
Pomroy Home was established 54 
years ago for the care of orphan, 
children. In recent years changes in 
social-work methods have lessened the 
need for this type of social service. 
After a careful study of the prob- 
lem by the directors of t lie Home 
and the directors of the Stearns 
School Centre and by a special com- 
mittee of the Newton Community 
Council, it was decided to merge, 
the work of the two agencies. The 
Stearns School Centre has carried 
on a program of social work for the 
past 34 years. 

The Pomroy House will provide 
clubs, classes and recreation for both 
young people and adults. Provision 
lias been made in the remodeled house 
for recreation rooms and for classes 
in handwork, sewing, woodworking 
and metalcraft. A nursery school is 
also maintained in the House. Pom- 
ray House is a member agency of 
the Newton Community Chest. Miss 
Helen I. Sandstrom, for many years 
headworker at the Stearns School 
Centre, is in charge of the work at 
the Pomroy House.

Two Old Schools 
To Be Demolished 

On recommendation of Mayor God- 
dard the Board of Aldermen on Mon- 
day night voted to authorize the raz- 
ing of the Eliot School on Pearl st, 
Nonantum, and the Lincoln School at 
the corner of Pearl and Thornton sts., 
Newton. Both are wooden structures 
and were abandoned for school pur- 
poses last year when the new Lincoln- 
Eliot School at Pearl st. and Jackson 
rd. was completed. The Lincoln 
School, a two-room building, was 
erected in 1S54. The Eliot School, a 
four-room building, was built in 1SS5. 

It had been suggested that the Eliot 
School be used for community pur- 
poses. but the acquirement of the for- 
mer Pomroy Home on Hovey st, New- 
ton. for community house purposes, 
and the planned transfer to the Pom- 
roy House of the Stearns School Cen- 
tre activities, stopped agitation for 
conversion of the old Eliot School into 
a community centre. It has been sug- 
gested that when the Lincoln School 
will have been razed, a small part of 
the land on which it was located be 
used to widen the dangerous corner 
at Pearl and Thornton sts.. and the 
remainder of the lot be used as a 
mall children’s playground. 


Governor Leverett Saltonstall will 
again head the Memorial Day parade 
in Newton on Thursday. May 30. The 
Governor was requested to serve as 
Chief Marshal by the Veterans Coun- 
cil of Newton and accepted. He is 
a member of Newton Post. American 
Legion and has marched in Memorial 
Day parades in this city for many 
years. He has appointed Roy S. Ed- 
wards, Past Commander of Chaplain 
William J. Farrell Chapter. D. A. V. 
as Chief of Staff, and John B. Foley, 
Past Commander of Newton Post, A.

Germany and Russia are being la- 
belled as “Godless nations ’ by many 
critics in this country. Tho rulers of 
Russia certainly don’t believe in any 
God. and the rulers of Germany cer- 
tainly don’t believe In Christ, the God 
of their ancestors. But, according to 
statistics a large percentage, if not 
tin* majority, of the people of this 
country are not affiliated with any re- 
ligious body and never go to church. 
Some of these believe in God. but 
more of them don’t, and some of the 
latter are among those referring to 
Russia and Germany as Godless. 

Judge 1*. Sarsfleld Cunniff of the 
Walthoffn court has been receiving 
criticisms because of a comment he 
recently made in a non-support case 
in that court when he condoned the 
act of a wife in searching tin* jnick- 
ets of her husband's clothing. Judge 
Cunniff said — “It has been a wife's 
privilege from the beginning of time 
to search her husband’s pockets.” 
The judge went back too far. It 
was only in comparatively recent cen- 
turies that men started to wear 
pants, or that the ordinary man hud 
any money in his pockets. 

Many years ago we read an obser- 
vation by some radical which con- 
demned the importance which polit- 
ical and financial leaders of the 
Western civilization had placed on 
gold as the basis of national wealth 
and the determining factor of finan- 
cial stability. In recent years na- 
tions abandoned the gold standard. 
The V. S. A. continued to believe 
that although the gold standard might 
be abandoned, the possession of gold 
is very essential and a great asset. 
Therefore, the U. S. A. has for years 
been purchasing gold from all over 
the world and has accumulated a vast 
horde of about $20,000,000,000 which 
is stored mostly in a huge concrete 
vault out iu t lie Kentucky hills. 

During these same years the Nazi 
government of Germany with very 
little gold iu its possession, has by 
a method of national financing (which 
was criticised as utterly unsound by 
financiers of the wealthy nations) 
managed not only to feed and clothe 
its population, but also to manufac- 
ture a sufficient quantity of airplanes, 
tanks, arms and ammunition to rapid- 
ly conquer most of Europe and threat- 
en at the present moment the future 
of France and Britain, and their colo- 
nial possessions. 

Assuming that Germany conquers. 
France ami Great Britain, and be- 
comes the dominant power in this 
world, an assumption that is even 
more than a possibility now, what 
will become of the huge quantity of 
gold the l\ S. A. is holding in Ken- 
tucky? Obviously, it isn’t a neces- 
sity to assure a nation’s pvogress. 
Perhaps it will be used for jewelry. 

Last Sunday night we listened to 
a representative of one of the larg- 
est weekly publications of this coun- 
try give his regular radio broadcast 
from Paris. Among other things he 
stated that there evidently hud been 
Internal treachery In Belgium be- 
cause of the alarming speed with 
which the Nazis overcame that coun- 
try. But, tlie same night the French 
government displaced the much 
vaunted General Gameliu by General 
Muxime Weygand, a 73 year old vet- 
eran. and a day or two before France 
had made a move to bolster up na- 
tional morale by calling 84 year old 
Marshal Petain to the cabinet. And 
a day later the French government 
announced that some of its army offi- 
cers had committed the fatal mis- 
takes of not blowing up bridges across 
tho Meuse, anti that the guilty par- 
ties will be punished. The amazing 
progress of tlie Nazi armies in Hol- 
land. Belgium and France is being 
attributed in considerable purt to so 
called “fifth columns'' in those coun- 
tries. Perhaps “5tb columns” had 
been Important factors in the Nazi 
victories so far, but, descriptions of 
the horrible efficiency of the thou- 
sands of German bombing planes, 
tanks and other mechanical equip- 
ment of Its obviously well-trained and 
t'anatlcally brave soldiers, accounts 
for the incredible weak resistance 
which the French, British and Bel- 
gium armies have been displaying. 
If some of tin* would-be military crit- 
ics and strategists iu this country had 
to face diving bombers, tanks weigh- 
ing up to 7u tons, and other hellish 
Frankensteins of 194U warfare, such 
as the Nazis have developed, they 
would he helpless even ;. s Belgians, 
French and British. The puzzling 
tiling is where lias been the highly 
touted artillery and other mechanical 
equipment of the French armies? 

Talking about "Fifth columns” and 
the current agitation to guard against 
such subversive activities iu this 
country, recalls similar apprehension 
which prevailed here to some degree 
the I s. A, entered t he Woi hi 
War in 1917. We believe that tin* 
F'-deral government, in co-operation 
with State governments and officials, 
liouhl Luke every measure necessary 
to guard against any treuchery or sail 
otago. But, mindful of some of the 
ridiculous scares and rumors sturted 
D. volunteer sleuths in 1917, we hope 
that 8iic.li nuisances will lie* curbed 
now. We remember that one New 
ton resident made himself ridiculous 
by provoking a respectable Newton 
citizen of German birth, and tlnin 
ins a citizen) placed the man under 
urrost us tin alleged enemy of ?.hi> 
country. Needless to say, the cap- 
tive was at once released by prop 
orly authorized officials

dy oracle of this country, made i

tinting anyone against President Roos- 
evelt, and that wo have a coalition 
government. Dorothy should shift 
her coy chin to her left hand, and 
call on “the grouse ' for better In- 
spiration. We believe that if a na- 
tional election were held now. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt would be re-elected, 
If a candidate; but, this country has 
not arrived at such straits that it 
must imitate even to a lesser degree, 
the transition from a constitutional 
monarchy to a dictatorship, taken by 
Great Britain on Wednesday. And 
with this epochal change by Britain, 
there Is one less “democracy” to fight 
for. 

A few persons in this city are ag- 
itating that this city create a new 
office — that of purchasing agent. It 
would make a good Job for some- 
body and undoubtedly there are a 
number *of Newton residents who al- 
ready are aspirants, provided the 
plum will he put on the political tree. 
Wo wouldn’t mind getting this job 
ourself. But. as on** who has had 
intimate knowledge of city affairs, 
before and behind the scenes over a 
long period of years, we believe the 
City of Newton need not go to the 
expense of providing a job for a pur- 
chasing agent, or a new purchasing 
department. A Mayor and Finance 
Committee of the Aldermen, assum- 
ing they are on the job, ought to be 
able to keep tabs on the purchase of 
city supplies, most of which arc* pur- 
chased under competitive bidding. 

Charles A. Lindbergh started 
something n couple of years ago when 
he told «»f the great superiority of 
the Nazi air force. Recent events 
proved that he was correct. Now. he 
is again being severely criticised be- 
cause of the speech lu* made the oth- 
er night. Wo agree with Mr. Lind- 
bergh that this country should mind 
its own business and not again he a 
cat spa w for other nations. We dis- 
agree with Mr. Lindbergh that fear of 
attack to America is needless. 

The authorized survey of city de- 
partments by “experts” amuses me. 
This survey was agitated by some of 
the members of the Board of Aider- 
men and by a few of the recently self- 
appointed members of our city gov- 
ernment. The department mostly in 
need of a survey, in the opinion of 
those desiring such a study of our 
city’s activities, is the School De- 
partment, which costs the most of any 
city department to operate, and which, 
according to the “surveyists” haH too 
high an administrative expense. But, 
the School Committee, which does not 
like the Board of Aldermen to horn 
Into its pro vinca;” took time by the 
forelock and approved the selection 
of Dr. Ellsbree of Columbia Teach- 
ers College to make n separate study 
and survey of the Newton School De- 
partment. Undeterred by this move 
on tlie part of the School Committee, 
the Mayor and Board of Aldermen 
agreed on an appropriation of $10,000 
to defray tlie cost of investigating all 
city departments. But, the School 
C’ommlttt#e has been unwilling to have 
the "experts" who profess to study 
and improve the operation of any and 
all city departments, cogitate on New- 
ton’s school department. So, ut the 
meeting of tlie Board of Aldermen on 
Monday night, it was voted to accept 
the Mayor’# recommendation that 
only $5000 he appropriated to start 
a survey of all city departments with 
the exception of the School Depart 
ment. This compromise was not ac- 
ceptable to Alderman Hoffman who 
has been tlie most insistent advocate 
of retrenchment in city expenses In 
the Board the past couple of years. 
He left* the Alder manic chamber to 
confer with Mayor Goddard and en- 
deavor to persuade the latter to in- 
sist in a survey of tlie School Depart- 
ment by the municipal physicians who 
are to make diagnoses of the ailments 
afflicting the other city departments. 
But. the Board of Aldermen got im- 
patient waiting for Mr. Hoffman in his 
effort to persuade the Mayor, and 
passed the $50tnj appropriation.

Many Unlicensed 
Dogs in Newton 

According to information received 
from the police who did the listing in 
this city last winter, and who con- 
clnded turning in information to the 
City Clerk’s office on February 10, at 
least 500 dogs in this city have not 
been licensed by their owners. All dogs 
had to be licensed on or before April 
30. Up to May 20 only 3800 dogs had 
been licensed in Newton. The law 
specifies that any dog running loose 
must wear a collar or harness with the 
metal tag, bearing its license number 
attached. This law has been quite 
laxly enforced in this city in past 
years. 

The City Clerk’s office has turned 
over to Dog Officer Lewis a list of per- 
sons known to own dogs, but who have 
not obtained licenses. These persons 
can be summoned into court by the 
Dog Officer. The number of persons 
bitten by dogs has greatly increased 
in Newton the past several years, so 
much so that the Newton Health De- 
partment has been listing the number 
of persons bitten each month along 
with records kept of communicable 
diseases. Last month 31 persons 
were bitten by dogs in Newton. 

Will Not Change Ward 1 
Precinct Lines This Year 


City Clerk Grant announced on 
Thursday that the precincts lines in 
Ward 1 will not be changed this year. 
It had been planned to change that 
part of Precinct 2 west of Jewett 
st. to Precinct 1, which heretofore 
has extended to Jackson rd. What- 
ever changes will be made by the Al- 
dermen affecting Ward 1, will not 
go into effect until 1941.

Former Newton Man 
Rescues Wounded 
Belgian Children 

Harold B. Willis, supervising arch- 
itect of Newton City Hall, and a for- 
mer resident of this city has received 
first page attention in the newspa- 
pers of this country the past few 
days because of the news received 
from him that he was under fire 
several times by German airplanes 
while driving an ambulance contain- 
ing wounded children from Amiens 
to Paris. Willis was quoted as say- 
ing that — “The roads outside Amiens 
nre lined with dead women and chil- 
dren. refugees who had been shot 
down by tho machine guns of Ger- 
man planes flying 15 feet above the 
roads. My ambulance was fired upon 
repeatedly between Amiens and Par- 
is despite the big red cross and Amer- 
ican flng I had on it. — Amiens is filled 
with wounded and the hospitals are 
overflowing with women and children. 
Several of these hospitals have been 
set on fire by incendiary bombs, 
dropped by the German planes.” 

Willis graduated from Harvard in 
1912 and joined the American ambu- 
lance service in France before this 
country entered the World War. Later 
ho became a member of the Lafay- 
ette Escadrille, his plane was shot 
down and he was captured. After 
spending 18 months in a German pri- 
son he escaped and reached France. 
In 1920 he married Miss Cornelia 
Fiske ot Boston and they have three 
children. Their home is in Weston. 
Mr. Willis is a member of the firm 
of Collens, Willis & Hubbard, arch- 
itects of Boston. Harold Buckley Wil- 
lis was born 50 years ago. His par- 
ents were residents of Newtonville 
and he graduated from Newton High 
School in 1908.

The controversy over the extension 
of the Oak Hill bus line was settled 
Monday night when the Board of Al- 
dermen voted to grant the petition 
of the Middlesex & Boston Company 
for a permit to extend the bus route 
from its terminus at the corner of 
Dedham and Brookline sts. to the 
West Roxbury line on Dedham st. 
Residents on Dedham st. has asked 
the bus company to present the pe- 
tition, and the extension will also 
benefit many persons who go from the 
Newtons to visit St. Joseph’s Ceme- 
tery. The petition had been opposed 
by residents on Brookline and near- 
by streets who asked that the exten- 
sion be routed along Brookline st. 
to the Brookline line, instead of along 
Dedham st. Dissent among erstwhile 
co-workers in the Oak Hill Improve- 
ment Association resulted. 

Because the curtailment of WPA 
activities resulted in a temporary ces- 
sation of work in widening and im- 
proving Brookline st., Arnold Hart- 
mann and others who have asked for 
tho Brookline st. extension, withdrew’ 
their, objections to tho Dedham st. 
extension.

and It was passed with only Alderman 
Fahey voting in the negative. 

Fahey gave three reasons for not 
voting for the appropriation. He said 
that in the first place the department 
where a survey is most needed was 
to be omitted from the survey: sec- 
ondly — the cost of the survey is not 
known: in the third place the sur- 
vey is only an experiment, it is doubt- 
ful If It will be of any benefit to 
the city, and Brookline is in doubt 
| if the survey there will benefit that 
town much. 

In the course of the debate over 
the survey Alderman Hoffman said 
that most of the Board want all the 
departments surveyed and he was not 
in favor of partiality. He said that 
it was about 20 years since a survey- 
or audit had been held, and It ap- 
peared that the School Department 
can get anything it wants if it pro- 
ceeds through the proper channels. 
Hoffman commented that he was not 
invited to attend the conference held 
between the Mayor, some of the Al- 
dermen and the School Committee. 
Aldermen Walker asked If the order 
meant that none of the appropriation 
may be used unless all departments 
will be surveyed, or if the Mayor 
can use the $5000 for a survey of only 
some of the departments? President 
Floyd answered that the Mayor may 
use the money for a survey of only 
part of the departments. Alderman 
Tentperley. who previously had not en- 
thused over the proposed survey, com- 
mented that if the purpose of the 
survey is to see how nearly 100 per 
cent the city departments function, 
and how good this city is. it may be 
worth spending the money to re- 
assure us. Alderman Hughes said 
that he wants to be reassured of the 
need of the expenditure of $200,000 
in the School Department budget, and 
that is where the study is most needed. 

Alderman Rawson said he wants to 
know why the School Department 
spends 30 per cent of the city budget, 
and lie asked if the survey of the 
School Department by the expert se- 
lected by the School Committee will 
be completed before the next budget 
will have been submitted? Alderman 
McKay answered that the special sur- 
vey of the School Department will not 
be completed by next September. Al- 
derman Lee said that although he 
thinks the School Department should 
he included in the general survey, he 
is willing to suspend judgment until 
the special survey of that department 
will be concluded. He said that the 
School Committee did not undertake 
its survey as an antedote to the May- 
or’s survey, but had started it before 
the Mayor proposed the general sur- 
vey. Alderman Schlpper said that it is 
a question if the Mayor’s survey will 
be finished before the School Depart- 
ment budget is ready, as this budget 
is to be presented in September this 
year. He said that similar surveys 
in other cities have taken seven 
months. 

Alderman Hoffman said that this 
means he will be committed to an- 
other year of the same School De- 
partment budget. He asserted that 
the School Committee’s survey is be- 
ing run mostly by its own teachers, 
and to ask us to wait six or seven 
mouths is ridiculous. He commented 
that he would vote for the $5000 ap- 
propriation because it is a step in 
the right direction, hut he did not 
like the omission of the School De- 
partment from the general survey.

Duplication of names of streets in 
this city received attention at tho 
meeting of the Hoard of Aldermen on 
Monday night when hearings were 
held on u petition asklug for tho im- 
proving and acceptance of Russell rd., 
Ward 7. and placing a sewer in Rus- 
sell rd.. Ward 3. Russell rd., Wurd 7 
is a narrow road which has run for 
about u century from Charlesbank 
rd. to tho Charles River. For tho 
past 40 years or so, it has borne the 
name “Russell Road.” William Young 
of 9 Russell rd., Newton, asked that 
the petition bo accepted. He said it 
is t lie fourth time that property own- 
ers on this street have asked for its 
improvement. Thomas Cleveland who 
said lie resides on Whitney rd., New- 
ton villo. but owns property at 109 
Charlesbank rd.. at the corner of Rus- 
sell rd.. objected to tho petition. Ho 
said that tho improvement of Russell 
rd. will not be of benefit to him, and 
he. argued that if Russell rd. is im- 
proved a traffic hazard may develop 
because of the narrowness of grade 
of the street. 

Malcolm and Francis McVarish of 
Cherry st. favored the laying of a 
sewer and drain in Russell nnd Far- 
mington rds., Ward 3. Alderman Lee 
called attention to the duplication of 
names uud the policy of the Board of 
Aldermen not to accept a new street 
which duplicates the name of a street 
which has been bearing that name. 
Alderman Walker suggested that, an- 
other name bo found for Russell rd. 
in Ward 3. In reply to a question 
by Alderman Rawson, City Engineer 
Harvey stated that Russell rd., West 
Newton, has not even yet been con- 
structed. 

Mr. Young of Russell rd., Newton, 
apparently not realizing that the Al- 
dermen were endeavoring to have his 
street the only Russell rd. in tho 
city, remarked that there had been no 
onfusiou caused in the past by there 
being a Russell rd. at West Newton. 
Alderman Inches, tho comedian of 
the Board, caused a hearty laugh by 
suggesting that tin* West Newton 
street ho called “Lillian Russell rd.” 

Duplication of street names in this 
city has caused much extra work for 
post office employees, delay of mall, 
confusion in the delivery of goods 
from stores, and needless trips to va- 
rious parts of Newton by persons who 
come to this city to visit friends.

No direct action or Resolution 
about the European war was adopted, 
but at every session the 3500 women 
heard speakers advocating either Am- 
erican intervention on behalf of tho 
Allies or American isolation. 

Indirectly the clubwomen re-dedi- 
cated themselves to a woman’s role, 
voting approval of the Resolution pre- 
sented by Mrs. Arthur G. Fletcher, 
chairman of the department of the 
American Home, “to work unceasing- 
ly for the spiritual dedication of our- 
selves. our homeH. and our nation." 

These and the usual courtesy reso- 
lution to the management of the Hotel 
comprised this division of club busi- 
ness. 

A Resolution of thanks and appre- 
ciation to Clement Kennedy, president 
of the New Ocean House, was adopted 
signalizing the continued approval of 
this spot thni for more than a decade 
has been the clubwomen’s mecca by 
tho seashore each spring. 

SPEECHES. If Hitler’s machine 
wins this war, we the richest, the 
most prosperous modern nation, are 
the next logical goal for his fifth col- 
umn. If uot for actual physical at- 
tack,” Dr. Samuel Hazzard Cross, 
Professor at Harvard University, de- 
clared in his address Monday morn- 
ing. so opening at the very flrs4 ses- 
sion of the State Convention, dis- 
cussion of the problem that is occu- 
pying the thoughts of the world, a 
discussion that every guest speaker 
carried forward during the three-day 
sessions. 

“Three thousand miles of ocean are 
not a barrier against ideological in- 
fection and Intrigue,” the speaker 
stilted. 

"No one remains neutral when his 
neighbor’s house is on fire, and with 
the shrinkage of distance before mod- 
ern progress in mechanical and vocal 
communications, it is cheaper,” 
claimed Dr. Cross, “to avert a catas- 
trophe than to await specifically tho 
impact of those whims of disaster that 
no wall can bar.” 

“No peace.’’ lie stated, ‘ is conceiva- 
ble until the Nazi menace is removed. 
In order to keep what we now have* 
we Americans shall in that ouse he 
obliged to maintain a permanent mil- 
itary establishment costly In money 
and destructive of thoso very demo- 
cratic principles to which even our 


pacifist liberals are devoted. 

I am astonished,” he said, "to see 
the number of young Jewish men 
who aro*ieaders In America's pacifist 
sentiment and who are so misguided 
as to persist In their childish loyalty 
to the Soviet Union since it lias linked 
hands with the ruthless Nazis. 

’Furthermore.” he added, "let us 
have a little Anglophobia from 

our Irish friends.” 

In u spirited talk Monday after- 
noon, punctuated by frequent and vig- 
orous bursts of applause, Mrs. John L. , 
Whitehurst, first vice-president of the 
General Federation of Women's 
Clubs, sounded a call to arms against 
“the challenges to Democracy in the 
United States.” 

C’iting remarks made to her by 
clubwomen in praise of dictatorships, 
as proof of her conviction that dem- 
ocracy is seriously challenged, she 
said, “One woman told me that if sheJ 
could help to select the dictator, she 
would vote for dictatorship tomor- 
row. Just within a week,” she con- 
tinued, “a president of one of our out- 
standing universities said lie thought 
Hitler was a genius and when he 
cleaned up Europe should come over 
here and show' us how to run our 
country. And some of our club worn- 
en feel the same about it. ’ 

It is not, she hastened tr> point 
out, that clubwomen as a whole pre- 
fer dictatorship, but ’’some propagan- 
dists have sold the idea of dictator- 
ship to some of our women.” Calling 
for immediate and active resistance 
to this type of thinking. Mrs. White- 
hurst proposed that “we dramatize 
democracy just as Hitler has drama- 
tized National Socialism.” She urged 
clubwomen to select strong leaders, 
“here is need for straight thinking,” 
she said. 

A strong plea for the continuance 
of the American industrial system 
was made by Sinclair Weeks, former 
Mayor of Newton, speaking for the 
manufacturer at a symposium, "Tell- 
ing the Consumer, - ’ on Tuesday after- 
noon. 

In a warning to the clubw’omen, 
Mr. Weeks declared: "Look at the 
place of women in dictator countries 
today. Bear in mind, loss of econom- 
ic freedom is loss of the freedom of 
speech, religion, and press, and also 
the loss of freedom of women. There 
Is no distinction between the pro- 
ducer or consumer,” according to Mr. 
Weeks. 

Roger Wolcott, executive secretary 
of the National Consumer-Retailer 
Council, represented the retailer, and 
Dr. William Trufant Foster, presi- 
dent of Poliak Foundation for Econ- 
omic Research spoke on behalf of the 
consumer. 

Pointing out that there are large 
national organizations to represent 
the interests of labor and business, 
but none to represent adequately the 
consumer. Dr. Foster said that there 
should be a balancing of the consum- 
er interest with these others. 

Mr. Wolcott predicted that "five 
years from today women as consumer 
leaders will be credited with being 
responsible for cutting the costs of 
distribution.” 

Speaking before a capacity audi- 
ence in Convention Hall, Tuesday eve- 
ning, Governor Leverett Saltonstall, 
accompanied by Mrs. Saltonstall as 
a guest upon the platform, preceding 
the Reception in their honor, strong- 
ly emphasized the necessity for imme- 
diate and thorough preparedness 
"mentally, physically, morally and 
spiritually.” 

Claiming that none of tho defenses 
of the country are adequate. Gover- 
nor Saltonstall urged the building 
up of "a tremendous air force.” "Let 
us develop the best officers and men, 
with plenty of funds to support them.” 
he said, "und with a strong, united 
nation.” 

"We must 4>e alive to what is hap- 
pening.” continued the Governor. 
"We must recognize the moral con- 
flict which has upset the world. A 
nation that is disunited and discon- 
tented is ripe for picking by today’s 
war lords.’’ 

Governor Saltonstalls dry wit 
brought appreciative chuckles from 
his audience when he commented upon 
the new canopy set up for the protec- 
tion of clubwomen against the rain. 

Clement E. Kennedy’s canopy, ex- 
tending the entire length from Puri- 
tan Hall doorway to Convention Hall, 
which lu* claims "the largest In captiv- 
ity.” Governor Saltonstall credited 
with being “insurance for beautiful 
weather enjoyed throughout the con- 
vention*” 

On Wednesday morning Dr. Carl 
Heath Kept, of the Mount Vernon 
Church in the Back Bay, launched a 
vigorous attack ou Adolf Hitler and 
his invasion of neutral countries. The 
murderer plans his crime with pre- 
cision. and Hitler carefully designs 
his invasions, he said, in likening 
him to the criminal, and then lie 
added, ns tin explanatory statement 
for the man’s mental status, "What’s 
wrong with Hitler is that lu* has no 
matriarchal Influence — no mother.' 
wife, or daughter.”

Eugene Andrews, Retired Telephone Man- 
ager, Gives Interesting Facts 


(Continued) 

The Newton Journal of February 2, 
1878, had the following announcement 
of another demonstration and lecture 
upon the subject of tho telephone as 
follows: 

Exhibitors of the Telephone Before 
the West Newton Lyceum’’ 

“There will be an unusual attrac- 
tion for next Monday evening. A com- 
petent gentleman connected with the 
Institute of Technology will exhibit 
the wonders of the telephone. One 
hour will be given to this.” 

The following week. February 9, 
gave a most interesting and detailed 
account of this lecture reading: 

“The City Hall was crowded on 
Monday evening to hear about and 
also to have conclusive demonstration 
by an actual experiment of the won- 
ders of the Telephone. Wires were 
laid between Mr. N. T. AJlen’s house 
and the City Hall and from the for- 
mer both vocal and instrumental mu- 
sic was plainly transmitted to the 
largo audience of the Lyceum. Mr. 
William Rand, Mr. B. F. Houghton 
and Mr. Matthews of Boston were the 
musicians. Various instruments used 
were also exhibited.

"In the year 1875, in the city of 
Boston, Mass., a new page was brought 
to view and an astonished world saw 
the Telephone.” 

Professor Blodgett went on to give 
the story of Dr. Bell’s birth in Edin- 
burgh in 1845. his education in the 
University of that city and the cir- 
cumstances leading to his immigra- 
tion to America, and finally his accept- 
ance of a professorship in Boston 
University and to his pursuit of sound 
and electrical studies leading up to his 
discover y of the telephone in June.

The lecturer’s prognostication as 
to the development of speed in the 
matters of communication and trans- 
portation have undoubtedly been ex- 
ceeded by anything he could have 
then anticipated, as now exemplified 
in the modern application of trans- 
continental and trans-oceanic and 
ship to shore telephone service and 
by the modern Diesel engine driven 
or electrically propelled locomotive 
speeding stream-lined trains at a 
hundred or more miles per hour 

First Telephones in Newton, 
Private Lines 

In common with the conditions pre- 
vailing with most communities the 
first telephones Installed in Newton 
on a commercial basis were private 
lines not connected through an ex- 
change. The first evidence of such 
appeared in the Newton Republican 
of December 13. 1879 in connection 
with an advertisement of Pevear & 
Russell, Coal Dealers on Arsenal st., 
Watertown, the particular excerpt 
reading, “Orders taken at the Re- 
publican office. Newton and sent by 
telephone free of expense to pur- 


chasers will receive prompt atten- 
tion.” It does appear therefore that 
one of these first private Mne ’oie- 
phone« ^n Newton was in the office 
of the Newton Republican the pre- 
decessor of the Newton Graphic 
Somewhat later J Edward Hills a 
competitor of Pevear A Russell in 
the coal business had a private line

These early telephone installation 
were objects of much curiosity on the 
part of school children as well as 
other citizens. 

The writer had the pleasure of a 
recent Interview with Mr Hills, a 
respected resident of Vernon st. and 
he corroborated the fact of this early 
telephone installation which was the 
first involving two locations within 
the city. He was present at Mr. 
flower's lecture in Eliot Church pre- 
viously mentioned in this sketch.

Morahan also charged that Lutz had 
not conformed with the Instructions 
sent out by Secretary of State Cook 
which designated March 5 as tho last 
day for filing nomination papers and 
certifying signatures.

Lutz wont to 
Newton City Hall on March 8th of 
tilts year to designate himself a Re- 
publican.

Newton Girl Flies 
To France for 
Relief Work 


Miss Frances Eddy, daughter of Dr. 
and Mrs. Brewer Eddy of KIrkstall 
rd., Newtonville, lately left her home 
for France, where she will organize 
recreation work among ovacuated 
children. Her safe arrival has been 
announced in a recent cable from 
Miss Anne Morgan. 

Since steamship passage was out 
of the question. Miss Eddy flew from 
New York to Lisbon, arriving in less 
than twenty-four hours after taking 
off, and went from Lisbon to Paris 
by train. She was allowed to carry 
only 55 pounds of luggage and can 
expect nothing more from this coun- 
try for three months, as all her fur- 
ther possessions must be sent by ship. 
Her passport was one of the last is- 
sued to Americans bound for the War 
Zone. 

The American Friends of France, 
under whose sponsorship Miss Eddy 
goes, was founded during the World 
War. The organization supplies medi- 
cal services, food and clothing to 
women and children driven from their 
homes and deprived by the war of 
their means of livelihood. Miss Eddy 
is well equipped for this work as dur- 
ing two years of social work in South 
America and South Africa she learned, 
in addition to her French, to speak 
Spanish and Portuguese. Another ac- 
complishment which she has been 
acquiring is that of automobile me- 
chanic, since she will have to take all 
the care of her own car.

Much Interest Shown at Hearing 
Before Aldermen on Question 
Of Reducing House Lot Size 

Consultant Explains Changes Proposed In Certain Areas; 
Numerous Residents and Organizations Approve Plan 
With Some Modifications; Objections in Oak Hill 


Red Cross Asks 
No “Blackout of 
Mercy” 

Conditions overseas have changed 
so rapidly in the past few hours that 
the National Organization of the Am- 
erican Red Cross realizes that the 
$10,000,000 fund for which they had 
asked from the American citizens must 
be materially increased. In order to 
meet the new situation the American 
Red Cross appeals to the public for 
a fund of $20,000,000 or possibly more. 

Announcement from National Head- 
quarters of the American Red Cross 
that arrangements are being made for 
a Special Instructors’ Course in the 
making of Surgical Dressings, to be 
given in Washington from June 4th 
through June 7th brings keen realiza- 
tion that many nations are indeed suf- 
fering the horrors of war, and that the 
time has come when the Red Cross 
once again must extend its aid to hu- 
manity in this branch of service. Rep- 
resentatives from the larger chapters 
in the Eastern Area have been invited 
to attend this course, and upon its com- 
pletion. they, in turn, will organize 
local courses to which representatives 
from all chapters will be invited. When 
that time comes. Newton representa- 
tives will be invited to attend courses 
in Boston. 

Since the type of surgical dressings 
needed in large quantities is compli- 
cated, and in some respects different 
from the type that chapters have 
been accustomed to make, it has been 
necessary to await the call from Na- 
tional Headquarters before undertak- 
ing this work. 

In Newton, organization work is al- 
ready in progress for carrying for- 
ward this activity. The chapter is seek- 
ing appropriate places in each village 
for groups to meet, and planning the 
appointment of chairmen to supervise 
these groups for sewing, knitting, and 
the making of the surgical dressings. 

The need for the women of Newton 
to continue to make sweaters, dresses, 
and other garments to be shipped to 
the war zones is great. A new quota 
of garments requested by the National 
Organization from the Newton Chapter 
to he ready by September 1st causes 
the chapter to appeal to the women of 
clubs and church societies who have 
been interested in this sewing and 
knitting, as well as others who may 
wish to lend their timely assistance, 
to give their further generous services 
in this cause during the summer. The 
distress in war-stricken countries; 
the need for clothing, supplies, and 
necessities, is almost unbelievable to 
the people of America who are not ex- 
periencing these terrible disasters. 

Meanwhile, the securing of the ap- 
proximate $20,000,000 Fund asked by 
the American Red Cross to assist these 
destitute war victims must go for- 
ward. Chairman Norman II. Davis an- 
nounced a few days ago that the Red

The third public hearing on the 
proposed amendments to the Newton 
zoning ordinance for the purpose of 
establishing minimum sizes for house 
lots in this city, was held at City 
Hall on May 23 and large numbers of 
citizens present. Alderman Rawson. 
chairman of the Claims and Rules 
Committee of the Aldermen presided, 
and all the members of that commit- 
tee and the Planning Board were 
present. The matter under discus- 
sion was the designation of zone areas 
in Wards 5 and 6. 

Professor Frederick J. Adams, con- 
sultant to the Planning Board ex- 
plained the various residence zones 
which it is planned to establish. The 
first was— that section of the city 
at its southeast corner, adjoining the 
Brookline and West Roxbury bound- 
aries and near the large Catholic 
cemeteries. It is proposed to place 
that in Class C. in part, and also some 
of It in Class B. restricted to sin- 
gle residences. Frederick Eichorn 
opposed this plan. He said his fam- 
ily owns 80 acres of land in this sec- 
tion, much of which is swamp land, 
and it is not suitable for anything 
except two-family houses. 

The next district to be discussed 
was that bounded by Brookline, the 
turnpike. Hammond Parkway and Dud- 
ley rd. It is proposed to place this 
area in Class C, single residence, 
with 7000 foot lots. Fred B. Lund. 
Jr. of Dudley rd. favored that land 
on both sides of this road be placed 
in Class A with 15,000 foot minimum, 
to protect estates now developed there. 
Roger Brooks, appearing for a group 
who want land along the turnpike 
changed to business zone, advocated 
that the area bounded by the pike. 
Florence st. and the parkway be 
made a business zone. 

Cornelius Mehigan of 1290 Com- 
monwealth ave. opposed property at 
1296-129S Commonwealth ave. being 
changed from private residence zone 
to Class C. single residence as is pro- 
posed in the area bounded by Fuller 
st.. Commonwealth ave., Homer and 
Walnut sts. Allen Rogers of the Pu- 
rity Ice Company, objected to 40 
acres of land owned by this company 
in the Cold Spring area being re- 
stricted to 10,000 foot lots. He asked 
that this be placed in Class C, with 
a 7000 foot minim um 

Robert J. Burns of West Newton 
objected to land bounded by Avondale 
rd.. Commonwealth ave.. Ward and 
Centre sts.. being put in a Class B 
zone with 10.000 feet lots. He said 
it is a predominantly two-familv sec- 
tion. containing 64 two-family and 47 


one family houses. He said that re- 
cently permit* were issued to build 
8 two-family houses on the property 
by Sumner and Ward sts. He asked 
if such permits will be given to a 
man who has just bought this land, 
and similar permits denied to per- 
sons in this section who have owned 
land there for many years? Burns 
said that this city needs two-family 
houses. A letter favoring the change 
of this section to a single residence 
zone was received from Harry Kar- 
lin. 

Dr. C. A. Riley of 254 Common- 
wealth ave. and Mrs. Anna Curley 
of 79 Manet rd. favored land be- 
tween Ward st and Manet rd. being 
placed in Class A. 15,000 square feet 
minimum. The change was opposed 
by Charles A. Mailey and Robert J. 
Burns. The latter said that Cros- 
by rd. is a street of two-family houses. 
Mrs. Curley contradicted Mr. Burns 
on the statement that Manet rd. is 
in a two-family section. 

Professor Adams explained that the 
only sections of the city where 15,000 
foot lots are proposed are — West 
Newton hill, Chestnut Hill and Oak 
Hill, and the golf club section at Wa- 
ban. He said it is hoped to prevent 
in Wards 5 and 6 what has already 
happened in other parts of the city — 
the cutting of large size lots Into a 
number of too small lots. 

Samuel Nesson asked Chairman 
Rawson to read the original Para- 
graph F in the Planning Board rec- 
ommendations. This specified that in 
the case of a lot which adjoins proper- 
ty in t he same ownership, conformi- 
ty with the Section shall be required, 
provided such conformity does not in- 
volve undue hardship; but in the case 
of a lot which is assessed as a sep- 
arate parcel at the time this section 
is adopted, conformity with the pro- 
visions of paragraphs A, B and C of 
this section shall not be required. 
Nor shall said paragraphs A. B aud 
C apply to lots shown on subdivision 
plans officially approved by the Plan- 
ning Board or Board of Survey prior 
to the date on which this Section 
was adopted by the City of Newton. 

Mr. Nesson recommended that the 
words — “and, or recorded in the Reg- 
istry of Deeds - ' be included in this 
paragraph. 

Rupert Thompson representing the 
Newton Bankers Association and the 
Chamber of Commerce, went on rec- 
ord as favoring in principle the pro- 
posed amendments to the ordinance. 
He said that a letter would be mailed

EDWARD H. 

Powers' Paragraphs 


President Roosevelt did not stale 
in his “fireside chat" Inst Sunday 
night whether or nof he will lie a 
candidate for a third term. But from 
the way in which he used the pronoun 
“we", in referring to the national de- 
tenee program, one might logically In- 
fer that the President plans to be the 
chief executive of the U. S. A. for 
another four years. 

One of the most fantastic tales 
w© have read for a long time was 
that story about the attempted as- 
sassination of Leon Trotzky early last 
Friday morning down in Mexico City. 
According to the news despatches 
twenty men carrying machine guns 
overcame Trotzky’s four guards, 
rushed into the patio of the exiled 
Communist’s residence, and for about 
15 minutes poured a rain of bullets in- 
to the bedroom where Trotzky and 
his wife had been asleep. With as- 
tonishing agility for two elderly per- 
sons. the former Bolshevik leader and 
his wife rolled out of the bed so fast 
that they avoided the bullets. Then 
they crouched on the floor (or under 
the bed according to another account) 
and hy some miracle escaped death 
or injury, although machine-gun bul- 
lets were being sprayed into the room. 
Just why the twenty assassins did 
not go into Trotzky’s bedroom and 
finish the job they allegedly came 
to do. seems quite peculiar. Its a won- 
der they didn't present Leon with 
a wristwatch or a loving cup. and 
Mrs. Trotzky with a bouquet of roses. 


There is a State law which com- 
pels motor vehicles to have a muf- 
fler on the exhaust of the motor. 
This law was passed many years 
ago to save the nerves of the pub- 
lic from a trying nuisance. Rut there 
is no law which compels similar 
mufflers on the exhausts of motors 
of air compressors. Why should per- 
sons he compelled to endure the racket 
of an air-compressor for hours or days 
when such a machine is in use on 
a street or building? 


The war in Europe appears to be 
moving with alarming rapidity against 
Britain and France. The German 
armies obviously have been too power- 
ful for the allied forces, as was shown 
hy the ousting of the allies from 
the vital channel ports, both in Bel- 
gium and France, and the constant 
tightening of the ring of Nazi troops 
around the trapped Belgian. British 
and French armies in Flanders and 
Artois. The surrender of the Belgian 
army under the order of King Leopold 
was a terrific blow to the British and 
French chances of victory. 

King Leopold is heing accused of 
cowardice, treachery and pro-Ger- 
manism. We don't know w'hether or 
not Leopold has been pro-German and 
it may be that he was actuated in 
capitulating by a desire to save his 
throne. But it is also possible and 
probable that the Belgian king, dis- 
heartened by the seemingly inevitable 
victory of the German forces in their 
battle in Flanders and Artois, and 
the terrible plight of the millions 
of Belgian non-combatants who have 
been trapped in the war-zone in that 


country, influenced their ruler to end 
further slaughter of his subjects in 
an apparently lost cause to defend 
Belgium. 

If the tide of victory continues to 
move with Hitler’s forces, and If the 
Xnzl armies will succeed in reach- 
ing Paris and Britain, or if the over- 
whelming Nazi air force will strafe 
London and other cities of Britain 
as horribly as they did Moscow, Rot- 
terdam and other places, will France 
and Britain also capitulate, or will 
they fight and die to the last man. as 
the leaders of these two nations have 
asserted that they will do? It is 
easy for people in this country which 
has not experienced the horrors of 
modern warfare to criticise n nation 
which surrenders, hut if some of those 
who criticise had to undergo the hell 
which is produced by bombing from 
the air. machine-gunning and can- 
nonading tanks and armored cars, 
they too might cense being heroic — 
and capitulate. 

Henry Ford states that if his plants 
are kept free from government in- 
terference and red-tape, that in G 
months time they can turn out 1000 
airplanes each day. We believe Hen- 
ry's estimate is quite high, hut it 
is more than probable that If his 
factories were kept free of govern- 
ment interference, they could turn 
out many hundreds of airplanes each 
day, before this year will have ended. 
And other large automobile factories 

in this country will also be capable 
of manufacturing huge numbers of 
airplanes. Provided, however, that 
the worst fears by some of the out- 
come of the war do not materialize, 
such as Britain surrendering its navy 
to Germany, with a resultant attack 
on Canada hy a combined forco of 
Germany and its probable totalitarian 
allies — Italy and Japan. 

One thing is certain. The era of 
jitterhugging. boondoggling and other 
manifestations of national inefllciency 
and decadence in this country must 
end promptly. The people of the IT. 
S. A., including its youth, will have 
to settle down to a much more serious 
aspect of life than many of them 
have had in the past. Even though 
we abhor regimentation, there will 
have to be more discipline. And with 
millions of persons on welfare, and 
billions of dollars to he raised for 
national defence, further raids on the 
national and State treasuries by well- 
organized minorities will have to be 
curtailed. Another necessary change 
which we believe must be made to 
meet the present crisis — will be com- 
pulsory military training. If one sug- 
gested this a few months ago, one 
would be severely condemned. We 
may he wrong in thinking that such 
a drastic move will have to be re- 
sorted to. but, if the young men of 
this country will not volunteer to train 
for national defence, in order to cre- 
ate an adequate number of men pre- 
pared to meet any 'possible invasion 
of the Western hemisphere in the 
near future, the U. S. A. cannot con- 
done any delay in readying this coun- 
try against any and all threats of 
armed might. And this is not hys- 
terical alurmism as some optimistic 
folks may opine. 


Steal Equipment 
From Automobiles 

A car owned by the Newton Buick 
Company and which was being used by 
Dr. Denton Nutter of 1094 Centre st., 
Newton Centre, was stolen about 11 
a. m. Monday while it was parked on 
Lincoln st., Newton Highlands. As Dr. 
Nutter emerged from the house where 
he had been making a professional 
call, he saw the car being stolen and 
he made an ineffectual attempt to 
catch it. In the car was Dr. Nutter’s 
bag containing instruments and nar- 
cotics, and the police at first thought 
that whoever stole the automobile 
might have done so to obtain the nar- 
cotics. This theory proved wrong, 
however, when the car was recovered 
in Medford on Tuesday morning, after 
it had been abandoned in that city. 
The physician’s bag was found in the 
car with its contents intact.

Two of the other inspectors 
who were suspended when Rourke 
wus suspended, filed appeals and wore 
ordered reinstated by tlie Attorney 
Ueuerul.

Hostel Group Here 

At a meeting Monday evening in the 
community room of the Newtonville 
Library the following officers of the 
Newton Group of the American Youth 
Hostel were elected: Chairman. Mr. H.

Jens; Publicity Chairman. Mr. Haydn 
Pearson; Secretary-Treasurer, Miss 
Charlotte Root. 

All the Newton Hostelers and their 
parents were invited to attend the get- 
together. Miss Charlotte Root led the 
meeting. The program began with 
three reels of movies which presented 
Hosteling in America and in Europe 
to those parents that did not know 
just what was planned. Miss Root ex- 
plained the purpose of the meeting 
and read Gov. Saltonstall’s letter of 
endorsement. It was voted to call the 
group the Newton Division of the A. 
Y. H. 

The first reel of the movies had been 
sent by Bill Nelson the director of 
the New England Region of the A. Y. 
H., and the other two were taken by 
Charlotte Root when she travelled 
with A. Y. H. groups in Europe in 
1936 and 1937. 

After the movies, Harold Ames, 
Chairman of the Newton Veterans 
Council, spoke on what he considered 
the place of Hosteling in America to- 
day. As a veteran he was glad to see 
a growing organization that gave so 
much to the youth who had outgrown 
scouts and school organizations and 
assured the support of the veterans. 
Haydn Pearson, principal of the Bige- 
low Junior High School, told of the 
Hostel that his parents have, and of 
the fine type of young and old Hos- 
telers he had met coming in there. He 
had two criticisms to make. The 
first was that many of the Hostelers 
got too tired and tried to cover too 
much ground in between the Hostels, 
and the other was that there could be 
more check up on the house, parents, 
and Hostels. Yet he was enthusiastic 
about the movement and what it had 
to offer to all ages. 

The American Youth Hostel Move- 
ment has received tremendous impe- 
tus in the last two or three years with 
national headquarters in Northfield, 
Mass. There are now 209 Hostels In 
the United States and Canada.

Memorial To 
Late Newton Man 

The new’ prescription laboratory 
at the Massachusetts College of Phar- 
macy in Boston will be named the 
Godding laboratory in honor of the 
late John Granville Godding of New- 
ton in recognition of his distinguished 
service as treasurer of the Massachu- 
setts College of Pharmacy from 1890 
to 1929. It was during these years 
that the treasury of the College wras 
enriched until It became the most 
heavily endowed college of pharma- 
cy in the United States. 

The laboratory w’ill be dedicated 
during commencement week at the 
College on Alumni Day, June 4th, at 
2 p. m., with Edwin O. Childs, ex- 
mayor of Newton delivering the ded- 
ication address Introductory remarks 
will be made by Dean Howard C. New- 
ton. Further tribute will be given 
by William H. Glover of the Massa- 
chusetts College of Pharmacy board 
of trustees, and Lyman W. Griffin, 
also a trustee, will unveil the tablet. 

Mr. Godding was actively inter- 
ested in the College of Pharmacy, 
now the largest school of its kind 
in the country, from 1871, when he 
entered the college as a student, 
until his death eleven years ago. He 
was a member of the College Cor- 
poration and later a trustee and treas- 
urer. On the fiftieth anniversary of 
his graduation, the College conferred 
upon him the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Pharmacy. 


Open Bids For 
Coal Contracts 


Bids for supplying the City of New- 
ton with coal for public buildings 
were opened in Tuesday by Public 
Buildings Commissoner Campbell. 
The bids were higher than those of 
last year. Of thirteen coal compan- 
ies invited to submit bids, only six 
did so. Bidding has been so keen in 
past years, and requirements so strict, 
that many companies do not find the 
city business sufficiently profitable. 

The Massachusetts Wharf Coal 
Company w’as the lowest bidder on 
bituminous coal. Its bids were — run 
of mine, $6; nut and slack, $5.65; Po- 
cahontas pea, $6.52. The prices paid 
last year for these varieties were 
$5.49, $5.12 and $6.35 respectively. 

The Waltham Coal Company was 
the lowest bidder on anthracite coal. 
Its bids were — egg, $10.49; nut, 
$10.49; pea, $9.75; stove $10.49; buck- 
wheat $8.21, The prices paid last 
year by the city were— egg, $9.37; 
pea $7.50; stove $9.57; buckwheat 
$7.10. This company was the only 
bidder on the wood contract. It bid 
$10.25 per cord for supplying 50 cords 
of pine slabs. 

The city will require 7365 tons of 
run of mine coal, 3820 tons of nut 
and slack, 200 of Pocahontas pea, 185 
of egg, 36 of nut, 160 of pea, 49 of 

1 stone, 60 of buckwheat. The schools 
will require about 7000 tons of coal 
and the other public buildings about 
2900 tons.

The 
interior far surpasses our expecta- 
tions in its attractiveness, thanks par- 
ticularly to Mr. Connick's exquisite 
medallions and the decorating of Mr. 
Robb. The library will serve not only 
its primary purpose of supplying the 
adults and children of Newtonville 
and the High School with books, but 
gives an opportunity for the exhibi- 
tion of the work of Newton artists 
and craftsmen. 

No one took more pride in the 
Dedication exercises than Mr. John 
R. Prescott, who had been the larg- 
est individual contributor, through the 
sale of his book, "Suburban Living 
at its Best.” Jt was announced that 
evening that the receipts from the 
new edition were also to be used 
for the benefit of the Newtonville 
Branch. By his death on December 
24th, the Library lost a true and 
valued friend. 

The auditorium at Newtonville has 
freed the room formerly used as a 
meeting place at the Main Library, 
and that room has been transformed 
into a music room. Our librarian, Mr. 
Lucht, has contributed a splendid col- 
lection of gramophone records, and 
with the additions, which we hope 
may come from other citizens of 
Newton, the Library will have avail- 
able another source of education and 
enjoyment. 

We have been aided in supplying 
story hours by contributions from 
three clubs in West Newton, the Com- 
munity Service Club, the West New- 
ton Educational Club and the New- 
ton Mothers’ Club, also by the So- 
cial Science Club of Ntwton, the New- 
ton Centre School Association and a 
generous anonymous donor. Always 
we welcome these gifts that help start 
children on the happy road of book 
appreciation. 

The cut in our book appropriation 
embarrassed us by forcing us to 
charge for books normally provided 
free by the library, and made im- 
possible keeping up the collections 
of books in the different branches. We 
hope this will not be necessary in sub- 
sequent years. 

In connection with the Newtonville 
Branch, a word of praise should be 
said for the librarian and his help- 
ers in their difficult task of moving 
in and settling. Their loyalty and 
efficiency throughout the year, of 
which this is but one instance, are 
very much appreciated by the Trus- 
tees. 

In his report Librarian Julius Lucht 
states that the building of the branch 
library at Newtonville was the out- 
standing event of the department in 
1939. The Newtonville Library As- 
sociation conducted a campaign to 
raise funds for the purchase of the 
library site on Walnut st. and col- 
lected $29,159.20 in subscriptions. The 
expenses of conducting this campaign 
were $2862.19; this left a balance of 
$26,297.01. 

The amount required in addition to 
this sum to purchase the site was 
$6000; $2684.25 had to be paid in back 
taxes, and the cost of the building 
and its equipment was $101,315.75. 
The city paid 55 per cent of this 
sum and the WPA 45 per cent. 

Librarian Lucht stated that the ac- 
tion of the City Government in cut- 
ing $3500 from the 193S budget recom- 
mendation of the department for 
books, periodicals and binding w’as 
quite a blow. His report states: "This 
gave the smallest appropriation for 
books since 1922 when the circula- 
tion was about half of what it is now. 
In order to minimize the effect that 
this might have on our permanent 
collection, we concentrated our pur- 
chases this year on non-fiction, and 
on juvenile books of more lasting 
value. Only one copy of the new 
worthwhile fiction was bought from 
city funds. Other copies were pro- 
vided from the Howes or Duplicate 
Pay Fund. Our expense for binding 
was reduced by one-third, and many 
books that should have been re-bound 
were patched up by temporary mend- 
ing; in some cases books had to be 
withdrawn from circulation. It is ap- 
parent that, in order to meet our 
borrowers’ reasonable demands for 
new fiction as well as for non-fiction, 
to keep up the standard of our juvenile 
collection, and to conserve what is 
worthwhile by re-binding, we need at 
present an annual appropriation of 
;it least $1.8,000." 
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Librarian Lucht stnted that in Mny, 
1939. the library begnn to charge 
1 cent for each reserve, ns is the 
custom In most libraries; some even 
charging 2 cents. Inasmuch ns the 
privilege of reserving books free of 
charge was being constantly abused, 
many books being reserved and then 
not called for. the present arrange- 
ment gives better service and relieves 
the staff of needless work. 

The city appropriation for the Li- 
brary Department in 1938 was $91.- 
704.45. and in 1939 it was $88,410. 
The Income of the department from 
fines on books and other items was 
$7194.17 In 1938 and $7350.37 In 1939. 
The income from funds in 1939 wns 
$1024.37; from the Howes Fund (dupli- 
cate pay collection) $3090.43. and gifts 
for story telling, $149.75; all totaling 
$4264.55. 

At the beginning of 1939 the li- 
brary had 151,129 adult volumes, 40.- 
712 volumes for Juveniles, and during 
the year purchased 4852 volumes for 
adults and 2571 for juveniles. Books 
added from other sources, including 
gifts and transfers from the pay 
collection brought the totals to 158,- 
255 volumes for adults and 43,341 
for juveniles. During the year 4501 
books were discarded. 296 lost and 
paid for and 26 unaccounted for. Ten 
newspapers are subscribed for and 4 
given; 182 magazines subscribed for 
and 101 given. The circulation of 
adult volumes In 1939 was 577,139, 
and of juvenile volumes 296,036. Of 
these totals 382,342 of the adult vol- 
umes were fiction, and 123.731 of the 
juvenile volumes. 

City Answers Suit 
For Reinstatement 

City Solicitor Bartlett filed an an- 
swer in the Newton District court 
on Tuesday to the suit brought by 
Patrolman John L. Riley w’ho has filed 
a claim against the city to recover 
suras of money which have been de- 
ducted from his pay weekly as his 
contribution to the retirement fund. 
Riley was originally appointed to 
the police force in 1916. He served 
a year and then went to serve in 
the World War. After returning from 
military service Riley served another 
year in the police department and re- 
signed in 1920 to resume his trade as 
a bricklayer. He was reinstated in 
the police department in 1935. Ac- 
cording to a law passed several years 
before by the State Legislature, Ri- 
ley was given full rights as a mem- 
ber of the force, and on the suppo- 
sition that his prior appointment gave 
him seniority over men who had 
served many years on the force, but 
who were appointed after 1916, Riley 
was at once assigned to a day route. 

He contends that inasmuch as he 
was appointed to the department be- 
fore the contributory pension system 
went into effect, in accordance with 
the law it is his right to be included 
under the non-contributory pension 
system in which he was included af- 
ter he was first appointed to tho po- 
lice department. The city solicitor 
contends that Riley’s pension status 
is based on the date of his reappoint- 
ment to the department. 

Retires From 
R. R. Mail Service 

David J. Duane of 36 Salisbury rd.. 
Newton, was recently retired from 
the Railway Mail Service because of 
having reached the age limit of 62 
years. He was tendered a testimonial 
in the Hotel York. New York by his 
associates on the Boston & New York 
R. P. O. and presented with a Hamil- 
ton gold watch and four pipes. Mr. 
Duane was appointed to the railway 
mail service on March 10, 1909. Dur- 
ing the 31 years he served on the 
run between Boston and New York 
he traveled 1,200,000 miles and was 
never in a serious train wreck. 

Born in West Newton, the son of 
Michael Duane. Dave Duane was an 
outstanding athlete at Newton High 
School in the class of 1896. He 
starred in football, and oldtime grad- 
uates of Newton High well remember 
Dave Duane as the spearhead of the 
then most powerful form of attack — 
the “flying-wedge.” It took a real 
tough youth to be Number 1 man in 
this play, which was outlawed lie- 
cause of the many injuries it caused. 
Mr. Duane has always retained his 
interest in athletics, and had regu- 
larly attended the practice sessions 
and games of Newton High School 
teams. 

Sentenced to State 
Prison For 5 Years 

Paul Holmstrnnd of 40 Cypress st., 
Newton Centre, was sentenced by 
Judge Dowd in Norfolk Superior 
court on Tuesday to serve from 5 to 
7 years in State Prison. On the night 
of March 22 Holiustrand got into the 
taxi driven by Edward Mancini of 
Wellesley and at revolver point 
robbed Mancini at a lonely spot in Do- 
ver. Holmstrand later strode into 
police headquarters in Boston brand- 
ishing his gun, and surrendered. He 
is married and has one child.

F. B. I., and his associates, for the 
public service which this organization 
has rendered in lifting the standards 
of law enforcement and enhancing the 
protection of the American Govern- 
ment from attack by foreign foes;

that copies of this resolution be di- 
rected to the President of the Uni- 
ted States, the Attorney General of

that a telephone office existed in 
Newtonville on February 1. 1881. 

The Newton City Directory of 1S81 
listed a “Telephone Office" in the 
apothecary store of Mr. William C. 

Gaudelet, Washington st., corner of 
Walnut st.. Newtonville. This was 
designated as a office of the Central 
Massachusetts Telephone Company 
“with connections to all points." 

it was necessary for the people of 
Newton who wished to talk with 
points outside of Newton at this time 
to call at either Mr. Rogers Drug 
Store in Newton or that of Mr. Gau- 
delet at Newtonville. There were no 
other telephones in the entire city of 
Newton connected with the existing 
system. 

The First Telephone Exchange 
Established 

The Newton Republican of Octo- 
ber 12, 1881, told of the proposed 
project of the first telephone Cen- 
tral Office in Newtonville, us follows: 

"The Middlesex Telephone Com- 
pany are arranging for the establish- 
ment of a telephono exchange at New- 
tonville for all parts of Newton and 
the towns of Waltham and Water- 
town. They will also connect direct- 
ly with Boston. Mr. Franklin Comee 
formerly a popular conductor ou the 
Boston and Albany rd. has the mat- 
ter in charge. Efforts are in the mak- 
ing to secure subscriptions to this 
exchange and probably our citizens 
will be glad to avail themselves of 
this opportunity." 

Later on October 26, of the same 
year, the Newton Republican made a 
further report on the advancement of 
this telephone exchange project, “The 
Telephone Company are about com- 
mencing business at the Central office 
in the Clatiin Block. Wires are be- 
ing put up and connections made so 
that the inhabitants in the various 
parts of the city can soon talk with 
each other over tho wires.” 

The Newton Journal of December 
10, 1881, had the following to say 
about the establishment of the first 
telephone exchange in Newton at 
Newtonville. 

The Telephone Exchange 
Established 

“The Middlesex Telephone Company 
bus been recently putting up wires in 
the various villages In tho northern 
part of Newton and last Monday 
opened the Centrul Office of a well 
ordered exchange of Newtonville.

The Newton Republican In Its Issue 
of December 24. 1881, gave the first 
instance where a professional or bus- 
iness-man saw tit to use a telephone 
number In connection with an an- 
nouncement, “Dr. C. F. Hayes physi- 
cian and Surgeon res, Washington 
st., West Newton. Telephone call 
No. 12” being the insertion In an ad- 
vertising column. 

Newton Telephone Subscribers Get 

An Enlarged Service Through 
Combination of the Suburban 

Telephone Company 

Early In March, 1882 the press of 
Greater Boston announced that the 
Suburban Telephone Company oper- 
ating and maintaining telephone con- 
nection at Chelsea with Revere, Mal- 
den, Medford. Melrose, Winthrop, 
Winchester and Woburn had comple- 
ted negotiations with the American 
Bell and Massachusetts Companies 
for the purchase of all offices with | 
connections within a circuit of fifteen 
miles of Boston except those con- 
trolled by the Boston and Northern 
Telephone Company of Salem. 
Through this consolidation the New- 
ton subscribers then having tele- 
phone service available with Boston, 
Cambridge, Lowell. Framingham, 
Worcester amt some intervening 
places were given a much enlarged 
scope including the suburban area 
north, south and west of Boston. 

The Newton Journal of May 6, 
1SS2, under the heading of "Extension 
of the Newtou Telephone Circuit” re- 
ferred to the absorption of the local 
Newtonville office by the new’ com- 
pany as follows: 

"Now that the Suburban Telephone 
Company have secured control of the i 
Newton telephone-line considerable ! 
improvement is anticipated if the 
statements of the Company’s repre- 
sentative are to be credited. If ex- 
tensions are allowed by the city Gov- 
ernment as asked for a line will be 
built connecting the entire Southern 
section of the city with the North- 
ern." 

The City Council subsequently 
granted the petitions of the Telephone 
Company and construction followed 
making a more comprehensive local 
service available to the inhabitants 
generally. 

On August 26 of this year the press 
of Boston announced that "The Na- 
tional Bell Telephone Company have 
purchased the territory of the Sub- 
urban Telephone Company including 
fifty cities and towns within twelve 
miles of Boston." 

The announcement included the 
fact that the consolidated company 
was the largest then existing in 
the world controlling and operating 
from 15,000 to 18,000 miles of wire. 
The officers of the Company were 
given as follows: W. A. Ingham, pres- 
ident; M. G. Parker of Lowell, vice 
president; Charles I. Glidden of Low- 
ell, treasurer; and Loren M. Downs 
of Salem, general manager. 

Through this organization the New- 
ton subscribers had available a most 
comprehensive telephone service both 
locally and to places outside of the 
local area.

to the Claims & Rules Committee in 
which several suggestions would lie 
made. Henry I. Harrlman of 825 
Centre st. said he is entirely in sym- 
pathy with the general provisions of 
the proposed ordinances, but he asked 
for an alteration to the section ap- 
plying to general residence and bus- 
iness zones. He said that several 
years ago he had bought a large area 
containing 354,000 square feet bound- 
ed by the turnpike and Hammond 
Pond parkway, and on this in the not 
too distant future hopes to build a 
series of fireproof apartments of the 
garden type. Each building would 
have, as planned, 27.000 feet of land 
and each family would have 2260 
feet, generally speaking. But, it 
would be very difficult to divide the 
area so that each building will have 
a separate lot, as at present planned 
in the proposed zoning. He suggest- 
ed that— in case that more than one 
dwelling or apartment is built on a 
given lot of land under one owner- 
ship, the lot if located in general res- 
idence. business or manufacturing 
zone, shall contain not less than 7000 
square feet for each building erected 
and not less than 1200 feet for each 
family. Each building shall have a 
suitable approach from a public or 
private roadway.” 

Norman Ilall appearing for the Oak 
Hill Improvement Association said 
that the association had approved in 
principle the plans submitted by Pro- 
fessor Adams for residence zones at 
Oak Hill, but they favored certain 
modifications. The contour of the 
land should be given more considera- 
tion. and an intermediate zone (Class 
B) should be established at Oak Hill 
between the proposed A and C zones. 

Henry S. Cummings of Oak Hill 


commended the Planning Board and 
Prof. Adams for the way they divided 
Oak Hill. He said that only a few 
years ago many Oak Hill residents 
had petitioned for a 20,000 foot re- 
striction in that district, and they 
are still in favor of 15,000 square 
feet as the minimum. He would like 
to see the intermediate zone between 
the A and C zones. Others who spoke 
in favor included: Fred B. Lund, Jr., 
Louis C. Smith and Dr. H. E. Ken- 
nard. 

A letter from the Waban Improve- 
ment Association approved the recom- 
mendations of the Planning Board 
with the following exceptions — that 
dwelling houses be restricted to with- 
in 10 feet of side lot lines in Clnss 
A. instead of 15 feet, and within 7% 
feet in Class B zones; and that the 
section of Ward 5 near Troy lane. 
Cotter and Coyne rds., be left in a 
private residence zone. 

J. Earle Parker of Waban inquired 
regarding the substituted Paragraph 
F.. and Chairman Rawson explained 
that it would throw into the Board 
of Appeal lots where a hardship might 
result on owners where they would 
be in a sub-division approved by the 
Planning Board. The question of sep- 
arate parcels is eliminated. 

Arnold Hartmann of Rosalie rd.. 
Oak Hill, said he is opposed to the 
proposed changes because they are 
not necessary to establish the pur- 
poses for which the Newton zoning 
law was established, but have been 
drawn to promote idealistic and aes- 
thetic standards, which while de- 
sirable in themselves, are burden- 
some, impracticable and discrimina- 
tory, to owners of undeveloped land 
in Oak Hill. He said that according 
to the present zoning law an average 
size small single residence and ga- 
rage can be built in Newton on a 
lot of 3200 feet. He stated that last 
year Newton won the prize for being 
the healthiest city in the U. S. A.,

and if it could do this with a zoning 
restriction of a 30 per cent coverage 
for buildings on lots as small at 3200 
sqnnro feet, a minimum size of 7500 
feet instead of 15,000 feet would be 
adequate. 

Mr. Hartmann snid that 17 years 
ago ho started to devolop land in Oak 
Hill and acquired 216 acres for this 
purpose. He planned to create an 
outstanding community, he engaged 
the services of Arthur Shurtcleff as a 
landscape enRincer and had the ad- 
vice of the man who developed Kow 
Hardens at Long Island, New York. 
Tho first section he developed con- 
tained lots with a minimum of 100 
feet frontngo and 15,000 feet area. He 
met with much sales resistance be- 
cause he was pioneering in what had 
been a farm section without adequate 
transportation facilities. When he de- 
veloped a second section with lots 
somewhat smaller, these sold quickly. 

Mr. Hartmann said that last year 
he took a tract of 20 acres near Dud- 
ley rd. and Brookline st. and subdi- 
vided it for a community of small 
homes. Since this development 
opened he has sold 13 lots there, and 
8 houses have been built. In the mean- 
time only one house has been built 
by him in the rest of Oak Hill vil- 
lage. He said that Oak Hill was 
planned as a community of different 
groups of properties so situated as not 
to detract but rather to enhance the 
value of each other. To place all 
land in Oak Hill in Class A, single 
residence would limit him to selling 
lots to people who can afford homes 
costing $12,000 and up. He asked — 
"Do you know how long it would 
take me and others to sell our land 
in Oak Hill which has been put into 
Class A?" He answered his question 
by saying it would take 88 years based 
on the rate of building there during 
the past 5 years of houses costing 
$10,000 and over. 

Mr. Hartmann said that changes 
in economic conditions and social hab- 
its have been far reaching and have 
made adjustments necessary in the 
standard of living. He said that in- 
stead of forcing teachers, profession- 
al men and the younger generation of 
Newton families to reside in apart- 
ments, we want them in moderate 
priced homes in Oak Hill. He said he 
lias paid dearly in the effort to de- 
velop Oak Hill as a community of 
large lots and expensive homes, and 
he recommends that Classes A and 
B in single residence zones be not 
created, and that the minimum size 
of lots for Oak Hill be 7500 square 
feet, 75 foot frontage, set back 25 
feet, side lines not less than 7% 
feet, lot not nearer than 25 feet to 
house on adjoining lot.

Wind Up Season — Mechanic 
Arts Dethrones Locals 
In State Meet 

The Newton High track team closed 
its 1940 outdoor season yesterday 
competing in the annual interschol- 
astlc meet at Mt. Hermon, Northfleld. 
Coach Enoch's charges tied for third 
place with 26 points. The orange 
and black who were the defending 
champions yielded their title to Choate 
School, the new titlists nosing out 
the Mt. Hermon home athletes by a 
fraction of a point, 27 3/12 points to 
27 2/12 points. Another prep school, 
Cheshire, deadlocked Newton. New- 
ton was the only high school aggre- 
gation to compete in yesterday’s 
events. 

Paul Hines, state outdoor cham- 
pion hurdler, won the 120 yard low 
hurdles over McNaughton of Williston 
Academy for Newton’s only first place.

Boh Beatty took a fifth in the quarter- 
mile and Bob Ross a fourth in the 
half. 

A Newton relay quarter took second 
to Kimball Union in the half-mile 
relay, each runner doing a 220-yard 
leg. 

Two Newton athletes took second 
and third in the pole vault with Klein 
and Thomas finishing behind the win- 
ner. Zilly of Cheshire. Eliott Mover 
took second in the high jump which 
went to Billy Pescosolklo, former New- 
ton star now at Deerfield. "Pesky” 
was one of the individual stars of 
tiie meet with a double win adding 
tiie broad jump laurels with a 22 ft. 
4 in. leap to his 5 ft. 10 in. win- 
ning high jump effort. 

Newton Second in State Meet 

Newton High also was dethroned 
as the state outdoor high school 
champions in the annual outdoor state 
interscholastics at Newton last Sat- 
urday in the drenching rain.
